New York, Dec. 19.—Thirteen per- 
sons lost their lives and fifty were in- 
jured and a thousand people shaken 
up in an explosion of car lighting gas 
tanks and dynamite in the new six- 
story power station of the New York 
Central railroad under course of con- 
struction at 50th street and Lexington 
avenue today.

and 
the 
bodies 
of 
four 
workmen are believed to be in the 
wreckage. 
The ninth body was iden- 
tified as that of Charles RoberlsV a 
clerk.

The railroad service was only tem- 
porarily interrupted.

tral. 
The explosion, which could oe 
heard for many blocks, partly wreck- 
ed the fire -engine house near by and

New York, Dec. 20.—Investigation of 
the causes of the explosion in the New 
York Central power house yesterday 
which resulted in ten deaths, the. in- 
jury of more than 100 persons and a 
money loss estimated at 
upward 
of 
$2,000,000, was continued with zeal to- 
day by city and 
county 
authorities. 
Although the exact source of the dis- 
aster has not been determined it is 
generally conceded that the first cause 
of the upheaval was a runaway' train 
of electric cars in the Central cut near 
Fiftieth street and L<exlngton avenue 
that crashed over a bumper against- 
the power house, broke a feed pipe and 
caused a large quantity of gas to ac- 
cumulate in the power 
house 
base- 
ment. 


Electric Spark Ignited It. 


This was ignited possibly 
by 
an 
electric spark, from a 
short 
circuit. 
The motorman ,of the 
train, 
Albert 
Seagrott, was unable to stop the cars 
in time to avoid their disastrous ci-ash 
into the bumper. 
The whole trouble 
may be decided to have been due to 
slippery rails, or to some other appar- 
ently trival cause. 


Investigation by Coroner Haltshau-

Burrows Calls Committee. 
Chairman Burrows called the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections to- 
gether today and soon after the ad- 
journment it was reported that he had 
been authorized to report the Lorimer 
matter to the senate 
in 
accordance 
with the findings of the sub-commit- 
tee. 
Great dissatisfaction is said to 
have been expressed because 
of

failure of the committee to have print- 
ed the findings "of the sub-committee.

and

that 
they were bribed by three other mem- 
bers of the legislature whn had vot- 
ed for Lorimer, and that his conclu- 
sions, as stated in his report, were 
that seven votes cast for Mr. Lori- 
mer were corrupt or tainted. 


When asked if he did not sign the 
report of the sub-committee charged 
with investigation

tained a hammer and mashed McKin« 
nen's skull. 


What President Says. 


In passing upon the case. President 
Taft indorsed the papers in part as 
follows: 


"If Wynne was sober and 
in 
his 
right mind, there was Imple time and 
opportunity for him to form a premed- 
itated purpose to kill McKinnen and 
to execute it and the elements of mur- 
der in the first degree would all be 
present and require the verdict given. 


"But there is evidence that Wynne 
had been drinking all day and that 
when he came aboard his gait was un- 
steady and he was in a drunken con- 
dition. 


"Tt is sufficient, in my judgment, to 
raise a rea.sonahle doubt whether his 
mind was in a condition capable of 
that premeditation necessary 
to con- 
stitute murder in the first degree." 


No Excuse~But 


"Drunkenness is no excuse for crime, 
but it may be inconsistent with a state 
of mind necessary to constitute a cer- 
tain degree of crime." continues the 
paper. 
"Of course. If after determin- 
ing to comr^": murder one gets drunk 
in order to nerve himself to the deed, 
the drunkenness only points to and 
confirms the premeditation but where 
the purpose to kill is 
formed 
In a 
drunken brain, the intoxicated condi- 
tion rebuts the inference of premedi- 
tation necessary in murder of the first 
degree."

The senior justice bowed 
the 
chief Justice into the chair at the head 
of the court, extended his personal con- 
gratulations and himself resumed his 
old seat at the right of the chief jus 
tice. 
For the first time in history an 
associate justice had been elevated to 
the chief justiceship and for the 
first 
time a president and senate of one po- 
litical party had honored a member of 
a rival party by plaring him at the 
head of the highest court in the land. 


New Chief Justice Modest. 


Because of the overwhelming mod- 
esty of Chief Justice White, officials of 
the court were 
uncertain 
as to the 
exact details of the ceremony of the 
day until they had actually occurred 
In a general way, the broad customs 
attending the induction into office of 
the head of the court were followed. 


Unlike the inauguration of a. presi- 
dent as the head of tiie co-ordinate 
branch of the government, the induc- 
tion into office of a chief justice of the 
United States has always been a com- 
paratively unostentatious occasion. In- 
stead of ap^ escort from the capitol to 
the white house composed of gaily at- 
tired civic organizations and seasoned 
military commands, a new chief jus- 
tice has only his black robed brethren 
on the bencli in procession from the 
robing room to the court room; instead 
of his approach being heralded by the 
loud liuzzas of cheering thousands tíie 
advance to power of a new chief jus- 
tice is announced 
by 
nothing 
more 
than the solitary tones of the 
court 
crier; instead of an inaugural address 
outlining his policies the only 
utter- 
ance of a new chief justice is the sol- 
emn words of his oath of office. 
Traditions Preserved. 
The dignity resting- in the customs 
founded on the swearing into ofiice of 
John Hay, John Rutledge, Oliver Ells- 
worth, and John Marshall, and 
per- 
fected in the days of Roger B. Taney, 
Salmon P. Chase, Morrison B. Waite 
and Melville W. Full'er was not ma- 
terially disturbed today by radical in- 
novations. 


The ceremonies of elevating an as- 
sociate justice of the court into the 
chief justiceship of the nation began 
in the secret confines of the court's 
robing room. 
It is here that the oath 
of allegiance is administered, just be- 
fore the court takes its place on the 
bench. 
The oath prepared for today's 
occasion followed the form prescribed 
by law. 
It, read: 
^ 


"1. Edward Douglass White", do sol- 
emnly swear that I will support and 
defend the constitution of the United 
States against all enemies, foreign and 
domestic; t h a t / 1 will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the 
same; 
that I 
take this obligation freely, without any 
mental reservation or purpose of eva- 
sion, and that I %vill well and faithfully 
discharge the duties of the office on 
which I am about to enter. 
So help 
me God." 


It was a similar oath of allegiance 
that created such a tempest 
in 
the 
court, back 
in 
reconstruction 
days. 
Hence unusual Interest was centered 
in its administration todaj- to the first 
chief justice who had borne arms in' 
the cause of the confederacy by the 
senior associate justice of the court. 
Justice Harlan, who had borne arms 
at the same time in the cause of the 
nation. 


Points on Which Doubt Hang. 


Doubt had existed before the cere- 
monies as to whether the new chief 
justice would halt at the clerk's desk 
in the court room to take 
the 
oath 
there as most of the men who have oc- 
cupied positions on the 
bench 
have 
done, or whether he would assume his | 
usual place on the bench and take the ¡ 
oath there as Chief .Justice Chase did. j 
There was doubt also as to whether 
he would hold in his hand the historic 
Bible that 
practically 
all 
the 
chief 
justices and 
associate 
justices 
have 
used in this ceremony or whether he 
would follow the custom of Chief Jus- 
tice Chase in taking the oath on a 
Bible provided for the occasion. 


The oath which the new chief jus- 
tice subscribed to in the open court 
is known as the judicial oatli as dis- 
tinguished from the oath of allegiance. 
It read: 


"1. Edward Douglass White, do sol- 
emnly 
swear 
that I will 
administer 
justice without respect to persons, and 
do equal right to the poor and to the 
rich, and that I will faithfully and im- 
partially discharge 
and 
perform 
all 
the duties incumbent on me as chief 
justice of the United States according 
to the best of my abilities and under- 
standit^, agreeably to the constitution 
and laws of the United States.

Local grain dealers, cited in the pro-

attorney

and Grain Producers' and 
Shippers' 
Association of Northeastern Indiana, 
say that the organization was dissolved 
last July. 


Thomas P. Riddle, former secretary, 
says that he resigned his position four 
months ago but that the association is 
still in existence and is doing business 
on the plans outlined when it was 
formed. 
He also says that when the 
concern was incorporated the matter 
was taken up with Attorney General 
J^mes A. Bingham and that he said 
its purpose was not a violation of the 
anti-trust law of the state. 


Mr. Riddle also said that the famous 
ten commandments ,and the scriptural 
quotation letters were gotten out by 
him on his own 
responsibility 
and 
that they are not part and parcel of 
the proceedings of the organization. 


Are Prepared to Fight. 


Insisting thai the old association has 
passed out of existence 
local grain 
dealers are preparing to make a fight 
just the same and while the members 
are keeping .their plans 
quiet it is 
known that they held a meeting last 
night and is not denied that Attor- 
ney James M. Barrett and Charles M. 
Xiezer have been employed and in- 
structed to look up the law in the case 
aflong with the facts nni tn make a re- 
pdrt. 
^ 


It is not denied that there is an- 
other assoatetion in existence under 
the name 
of the 'Northern 
Indiana 
Grain Dealers' association and that the 
o'Rcers are practioaliv the same that 
held office in the old one with the ex- 
ception that Mr. Riddle :s not con- 
nected with it. 


"As parties to this notion we natur- 
ally do not want to talk about it as 
we will all have to testify when the 
case comes to a trial. There v. ill prob-

Secretary Objectionable. 


Members, or former members, of the 
old association say that the methods 
of Mr. Riddle, while he held the office 
of secretary, were objectionable and 
for that reason the organization was 
allowed to die a natural death.

cern ap prescribed under the law, but 
it had no assets or liabilities and ac- 
tion of this sort was noi deemed neces- 
sary. 


There is a disposition to criticise the 
attorney general for his belated action 
against the dealers, 
it is stated that 
he knew for a long time of the exist- 
ence of the concern against which he 
has just trained his legal guns and 
that it seems a bit strange that he 
waited until four days before the ex- 
piratiert of his term of office to insti- 
tute the suit- 


May not Finish the Work. 
,There is little likelihood that Mr. 
Bingham will finish up the work he 
has cut out unless it can be shown at 
the hearing on Dec. 27, that the con- 
cern he is fighting is really out of 
business. 


If proof of this -character is offereJ 
and the trial court is satisfied on thi^5 
point then nothing will be done but to 
drop the case. 
If, on the other hand, 
the judge is not convinced then it is 
likely that there will be a lot of plead- 
ings to file before the real issue is

The foundation 
Is to be perpetual, and when the es- 
tablishment of universal peace is at- 
tained, the donor provides that the

The nation is criminal which re- 
fuses arbitration and drives its ad- 
versary to a tribunal which knows 
nothing of righteous judgment. 
Taft's Platform Best Way. 


I believe the shoi-tes^ arid easiest 
path of peace lies in ai^ )ting Pres- 
ident Taffs platform who said in his 
address before the Peace and Arbi- 
tration society. New York, March 22, 
U910: 


"I have noticed exceptions in our 
arbitration treaties, as to reference 
of questions of national honor

courts (Of arbitration. 
Personally I 
cannot see any more reason

Here we find an expression oí. the

being a party to 'twenty-three of 
them.

Recalls an Incident. 


It' was my privilege to Introduce 
to President Cleveland, in 1897, a 
committee of members of parliament 
of Britain, headed by Sir Wm. Ran- 
dal Cromer, in response to the^ ac- 
tion of congress proposing a: tréaty 
agreeing to settle all disputes that 
might arise between America and 
Great Britahi by arbitration'. 
Such 
a treaty 
was 
concluded 
between 
Lord- Pauncefote and Secretary Ol- 
ney in 1897. It failed on passage by 
the necessary two-thirds majority 
of the senate by only three votes. 


There is 
reason 
to 
believe the 
British government has been de- 
sirous of having that treaty rati- 
fied by our government or ready to 
agrée to another of similar character 
so that President Taft's policy seems 
within easy reach of success. 
Other Nations Will Jojn. 


If 
the 
English 
speaking 
race 
adopts such a treaty we shall not 
have to wait long for other nations 
to join, and it will be noticed that 
the resolution of congress In 1890 
embraces 
"any 
government 
with 
which the United States has or may 
have diplomatic relations," thus all 
nations seem still open to the Invi- 
tation he is requested to give, there 
being no limitations as to time. 


If the independence and rights, of 
nations to their respective interna- 
tional policies 
were first formally 
recognized in such treaties, no dis- 
putes concerning these elements of 
sovereignty could arise.

w^ere taken out and shot.

Gen 
Navarro places his own dead at one 
captain, one 
lieutenant 
and twelve 
soldiers. 
Twenty-seven of his men 
including two officers, were severely 
wounded. 


Among the latter was General Bran 
don, 
special 
correspondent 
of 
the 
Mexican Herald, and a resident of 
Panama. A. bullet hit his horse in the 
eye, 
passed 
through 
its neck and 
lodged in the rider's abdomen. 
An- 
other bullet hithim in the f wrist. 


Five insurrectos who ran out of am- 
munition and surrenderejJ, were bay- 
onetted. 
One 
of. them, 
who had 
fainted from a bullet which grazed his 
temple, took the bayonet thrust in 
the rib and was left for dead, but dur- 
• ing the night 
he recovered and es- 
capèd. 
He grinned 
as he told his 
story. When the correspondent relat- 
ed- the tale to General Navorro today 
the latter laughed heartily, as If en- 
joying a joke on himself. 


Battle Was Indecisive.. 


The battle was Indecisive In Its 
results. 
It began at 11 o'clock and 
lasted until'4 , p. m., and occurred , at 
the village of -Corro Prieto, 100 miles 
west of Chihuahua, at the base of two 
low hills, nine 
miles*^ east of this 
place. 
Two hundred 
révolutioaists 
had occupied 
the 
hills 
during the 
previous night. 
When General Na- 
varro passed east or" the hills, the in- 
surrectos opened fire, but they did lit- 
tle' damage, owing to the distance. 


Later when the field piecçs came up 
Navarro shelled them fronl their po- 
sitions. 
The revolutionists retreated 
slowly, 
firing 
from 
the 
shelter of 
adobe houses, which dot the mesa. A.t 
4 o'clock their ammunition having run 
low thej' took up a position at the 
base of a range of ìow mountains a 
few miles west 


There was no fighting today despito 
the proximity 
of 
the 
tw^o forces, 
which in . itself Indicates a drawn bat- 
tle. Their canap fires can be seen from 
this place tonight. 


During the fighting Sunday the or- 
iginal 200 insurrectos were reinforced 
by 230 of their comrades. 
Two hun- 
dred more arrived tonight and it was 
stated that by morning there would be 
more than 400 from the west. 


Expects Serious Fighting. 


In an interview General 
Navarro 
stated he expected 
serious 
fighting 
from now on. 
He admitted that the 
insurgents were brave, but declared 
their lack of military 
organization 
would defeat them in the end. 


It w^s confirmed In this camp that 
government troops were centering on 
this section from Paralel and from 
Soiyra. 


Navarro,, contrary to common re- 
port, has ho rapid fire guns—only field 
pieces. 
The Parral contingent, how- 
ever, is bringing rapid 
fibers. 
if the 
revolutionists are to win they must 
destroy Navarro in drder to contend 
with the new forces. 


The most serious loss suffered by 
the ' • revolutionist» 
occúrred 
in 
an 
adobe house Tn which they bad taken 
cover, a shell wrecking the place, kill- 
ing and wounding several, but not be- 
fore they had accounted for a num- 
ber of the enemy. 


Counted -Many Dead. 


The Associated Press correspondent 
counted fifteen dead near the ruins 
of the house, apparently about equally 
divided 
between 
the 
two 
armies. 
About half of them had been stripped 
of thelF^ clothing. 
It is a practice 
among the soldiers to strip the uni- 
forms from their dead comrades, part- 
ly for the clothing and. partly to con-^ 
ceal their Identity from those who 
may.seek to discover the losses. 
An- 
other' unburied soldier, also stripped, 
was seen by the roadside on the road 
from this place to the scene of the 
battle. 
Six inore were in the federal

burial.

placéd in- rough boxes and buried \vith 
military order in a corral. Two com- 
panies lined up and the bugle blew 
"Glory to the dead; long live Pi-esldent 
DiaxJ'

Other dead were accounted for as 
still lying where they fell on the hills.

Head of School for Deafi 
Says Disease Keeps 
ManyiBack.! 


OFTEN 
UNSUSPECTED 


Indianapolis, bee. 14.—In presenting 
the report of the Indiana State School 
for the Deaf to the legislative visiting 
committee. Superintendent Richard O. 
Johnson declared that there are chil- 
dren in nearly every public school in 
the state that are really too deáf to be 
properly 
cared 
for 
in 
the 
public 
schools, although the fact that 
the 
child is partially deaf Is often unsus- 
pected by the teacher or,even by its 
parents. " 


Mr.-Johnson explained 
that 
ihis 
made it impossible for these children 
to be properly educated In the large 
classes and the -general' class work of 
the public school, and as a. result they 
are designated as lazy and stupid, while 
in reality they are bright pupils. 
Be- 
ing left behind in the race, they be- 
come discouraged and indifferent and 
acquire a tendency down the scale to 
delinquency, too frequently to, deprav- 
ity, he said. 


Discussing the prevalence of deaf- 
ness. Mr. Jonaon told the committee 
that in all parts of the countrj' where 
appropriation and capacity permit it, 
the enrollment in schools for the deaf 
constantly is increasing. 


Mr. Johnson said that Indiana ha.s 
been limited in both capacity and ap- 
pro^jriatlons. 


"When these are 
made sufficient, 
and through the aid of the compulsory 
education law and systematic effort, 
the enrollment in the state will be 
very grealy increased," 
he 
asserted. 


Every deaf boy ffr girl in the state 
should be given an opportunity for 
edu9ation. and their parents compelled 
to avail tjiemselves of the opportunity 
presented. 


Review Shows Success. 
'The' school has 
been 
established 
solely for the benefit of its pupils—to 
promote their highest Intellectual, re- 
ligious, moral, phyisical and industrial 
well-being, to the end thát they shall 
go out from its portals God-fearing, 
righteous men and citizens 
of 
our 
state. 


"A state-wide view of the lives and 
occupations of the former, pupils of the 
school confirms the statement that we 
have been successful and their efforts 
in after life have rebounded to the 
interests of the state in every con- 
ceivable manner^ In fact, it Is believed, 
in proportion to .their numbers and ac- 
cording to opportunities presented, a 
greater percentage of the deaf have 
attained 
to 
worthy citizenship than 
have the hearing. ' 


"Ot^r every effort is, as it must be, 
along "educational lines approved by 
modern pedagogues, to the end that 
those going out from the school shall 
be properly prepared to become useful 
citizens and of material worth to the 
state. 


'The preservation and prosperity of 
a free people, or of any form of gov- 
ernment T/hich is, of the people, de- 
pends upon the average self-support- 
ing men and women, who are of stout 
hearts, clear heads, skillful hands and 
good morals. 
It is into this class we 
strive to graduate our deaf boys and 
girls. 


•It must always be remembered that 
the Indiana State School for the Deaf 
is not only for those totally deaf and 
niute, but also for those partially deaf 
and with speech in sonríe degree, who 
have failed to recei\ii proper instruc- 
tion and benefit in the public schools 
for hearing-speaking youth. 


No Family Exempt. 
'Deafness and muteness are not two 
separate physical defects, but stand 
together as cause and effect. Muteness 
Is the natural result of deafness. A 
minority only of the deaf are borneo, 
the majority of them suffering the af- 
fiictlon through diseases of childhood. 
And no family with children is ex- 
empt from the ravages of such dis- 
eases, whatever the condition or loca- 
tion; therefore, every parent, every- 
where. should have interest in the edu- 
cation and welfare of the deaf. Under 
some conditions in Infancy and- very 
young age, with intelligent supervi- 
sion of parents and with proper medi- 
cal treatment and surgery, some cases 
of deafness may be avoided, but gen- 
erally, it-may be stated, deafness is 
a permanent affliction for which there 
Is no real cure. 


Quite a number of 
children 
can 
hear, but cannot, or at Jeast do not. 
speak, and for this reason are denied 
the privileges of the public schools. 
Children of this class. If not distinctly 
feeble-minded, should be received here 
and drilled in articulation and given 
an education. 
The division between 
the feeble-minded and those not so Is 
moré or leas indefinite, and the 'border 
line* casei should be given the benefit 
of every doubt. 


'Are all these children worth sav 
Ing? 


But one answer Is^posslble. 
The 
place for theni is in a modern» up-to- 
date school for the deaf, where wisely 
directed eflforta of 
specially 
trained 
and skilled teachers prevail In both 
literary 
and 
industrial departments, 
and along moral lines."

during their parole period, which, un- 
der the law, is a t least one year.

Of the total number paroled, 103 or 
two per cei^t died; 8,160 or 
flfty-flve 
per cent served satisfactorily the full 
parole period and received their 
final 
discharge: 
the sentences 
of 444 
or 
eight per cent, expired during the pa- 
role period and 597 or nine per cent 
were reported to the parole officials at 
the time the report by Sir. Butler was 
compiled. 
Thèse 
paroled 
persons 
eârned for themselvea duri/ig their pa- 
role periods, an aggregate of $1,540,- 
310.55 and spent $1,268.180.66^ leaving 
a . s a v i n g of $274,122.99. 
The average 
saving is thus $48.17. 


"The indefterfhinate sentence law has 
not onlV been a great 
encouragement 
to those who have gone out and aS^elp 
to those wlyj have proved true to the! 
trust imposed in them," said Mr. But- 
ler, "but it has also been of great as- 
sistance in the administration of prisr 
ons operating under it. 


Effect on Discipline. 
"The 
improvement 
in 
administra- 
tion discipline and conditioi& has, been 
as great as has been, the better show- 
ing in results. 
It has been 
demon- 
strated again and again that the in- 
determinate sentence and parole laws 
( i n be administered 
under the 
merit 
system only and that where 
institu- 
tions are 
conducted on

systém there is failure. 
It will be re- 
membered that the Indiana law and 
practice were used as a basis for dis- 
cussion of this subject at the recent

ants of the Eddy household.

By codicils Mrs. Eddy directs that

which provision is hereby made shall

"Will prices go lower, or will they 
go up?" the reporter asked. 


"That's a question 
that 
probably 
only the big dealers In the big cities 
can answer." 


Few Hogs Shipped Out. 
In the immediate vicinity of Fort 
Wayne, H. L,. Bell, the buyer for the 
Eckart company, said there was an 
immense number of hogs raised by the 
farmers. 
But very féw of therh are 
shipped 
to 
eastern ni.árkets. 
They 
come to Fort \yayne. 


"Thepe are times," 
said 
Mr. 
Bell, 
*when the home demand js so great 
that our vicinity farmers 'cannot sup- 
ply it. 
There are times whey they 
can meet it and times when they can- 
not. 
Some of the points at . which we 
buy are as far away as Payne, La- 
grange and Berne." 


The Eckart company kill at 
their 
regular slaughter hou.'se all the hogs 
and cattle they use in their own whole- 
sale trade to the butchers and other 
dealers. 
The 
cattle', 
however, 
are 
shipped here alive from western points. 


The Meat We Eat. 
"With the high prices that have pre- 
vailed for the last several months for 
meat, pork and beef," said the Sentinel 
reporter, "it would have paid a man 
to be a vegetarian?" 


"Ye^s; indeed," replied Mr. Bell, "from 
a dollar and cents point of view, but 
there are many of us who couldn't 
go it very long on that kind of a bill 
of fare¿' 


"How much meat do you suppose we 
eat here In Fort Wayne in the course 
of a year?" asked the reporter. 


"You are a meat eater. 
Let me tell 
you something," said Mr. Bell. 
"If 
you are 60 years of age, you have 
eaten in your lifetime a Herd of cattle 
and a pretty big drove of hogs. 
Just 
get out your book and figure it up. A 
healthy man Ordiiiarily eats a pound 
of meat a day. 
In süjty years that 
ould be 21,000 pounds of meat." 


And th^n Mr. Bell got down to figur- 
ing on the amount of meat eaten In 
Fort Wayne in the course of a year. 


Into Big Figures. 
Expressed in pounds, 
the 
amount 
eaten 
by 
the 
64,000 people of Fort 
Wayne runs into big figures. Mr. Bell 
was particular to say that the figures 
given wsre onlj' approximately correct, 
simply an estimate, "a guess only," 
he said. 
But he has been a buyer of 
stock 
for 
years, is well acquainted 
with local saies, and, probably better 
than any other man, is able to give 
something near correct 
figures. 


His estimate was that we. consumed 
in Fort Wayne during the year,, eaten 
by our city people, 13,000 head of beef 
cattle 
and 
15,000 
calves—5,565.000 
pounds of beef and 780,000 pounds of 
veal—amounting 
to 
6,345,000 pounds 
in the beef line. 


Probably 41,200 hogs of an average 
weight of 165 pounds were eaten in 
the year. 
This 
would 
amount 
to 
5,148,000 pounds of pork. 


Practically but few sheep are eaten, 
not more than 2,600 in a year, aggre- 
gating 
10,400 
pounds. 
But 
adding 
them to the beef and pork figures, it 
gives 11,503.400 pounds of meat con- 
sumed by the people of Fort Wayne in 
a year. 


That is 180 pounds of meat a year 
for each man, woman and child. In- 
cluding the infants In the cradle. 
Do 
you eat your share, gentle reader? 


Poultry, Eggs, Etc. 
Poultry, chickens, turkeys, geese and 
ducks, are clearly in the meat line. 
Eggs must 
be 
considered 
so, 
too. 
Hence when we talk about the meat 
we eat 
here in Fort Wayne, poultry 
and eggs ought to be taken into con- 
sideration. 
And the figures concern- 
ing 
them 
are 
equally as startling, 
probably more so, than those given 
about the four-footed animals that we 
use as our daily food. They were se- 
cured from George H. Crouse, the well 
known commission man, who with his 
long experience in that line of trade, 
is in a position to know, perhaps bet- 
ter than any other man In the ^Ity. 


"I could only give you approximate 
figures," 
said Mr. Crouse, "based on 
what I know about the sales of dealers, 
farmers and others. 
In poultry and 
in eggs these 
figures 
would Include 
also the products raised by the city 
folks In the city, not getting into the 
market, and consumed by those fam- 
ilies." 


Mr- Crouse thought it was safe to 
say that at least 3,000 fowls, chickens, 
ducks and geese, 
were eaten, on an 
average, in Fort Wayne in a week. 
For the year the number would be 
156,000. 
Except 
on 
Thanksgiving, 
Christmas, and' Ney Years, few tur- 
keys are' eaten. 
During these three 
feast days about 7,000 turkeys grace 
the dinner tables "In Fort Wayne. 


This would increase the number of 
fowls that Fort Wayne eats In a year 
.^to I63,000f 
The fellow that gets his 
chicken every Sunday gets a good deal 
more than his share,

It seems ilke a. century ago when 
we could talk about the one-cent egg. 
For about two weeks 
last" 
summer 
they were down to 17 cents, but half 
of. the time within the last two years 
they have been 
above 
the 
30-cent 
mark, one-fourth of the time above 
25, and one-fourth of time above 30. 


Many 
people ^thought 
that 
when 
rabbits got ripe they would be able to 
get something cheap in the way of the 
meat line, but, lo and behold, when 
the snow came and the rabbits began 
flocking 
into town, they couldn't be 
bought for lea« than 25 cents apiece. 


And it might be said here that dur- 
ing the six weeks that the slaughter 
of rabbits by the hunters goes on the 
average 
number 
brought 
into 
Fort 
Wayne for sale is 500 a week, 8,000 
for the time that the rabbit season 
continues. 


Add to the H,503,000 pounds of pork 
and beef that we annually eat 
the 
weight of the fowls and rabbit meat 
eaten, and it can be stated that Fort 
Wayne's people eat 12,300,000 pounds 
of meat a year. Get the average price 
of beef; pork and poultrj'. etc., and 
you will have the problem put In dol- 
lars and cents.

B. Master, of the First Presbyterian 
church and Rev. C. Claud Travis, of 
Wayne 
Street 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church. 
Through the remarks of each 
one of them rang a strong note of love 
for Dr. Chapman, of confidence in him 
and of appreciation of the efforts of 
the Chapman-Alexander 
forces 
who 
had given Fort Wayne of what Rev. 
Mr. Ti-avls declared was their very 
blood-earnestness 
in 
the 
cause 
of 
Christ and In the desire to help their 
fellow-men. 
The three talks were a 
most gracious and Inspiring testimon- 
ial of confidence and regard, and when 
Rev. Mr. Travis asked those who en- 
dorsed the sentiments 
to 
lift 
their 
hands, a sea of hands went up all over 
the house. 


Dr. Chapman Responds. 
Dr. Chapman's response was gl\'en 
with a voice that plainly showed ap- 
preciative emotion. 
He referred to the 
remarks of other speakers regarding 
the free-will offering for the support 
of the evangelistic work. 
"Mr. Alex- 
ander and I have not the slightest idea 
or concern over the amount you shall 
give In this direction; whatever it Is, 
we know that it will be an expression 
of your good-will, and that we value 
highest. I think perhaps I ought to say 
that the money I have made during 
the past ten years—with the exception 
of barely enough for my family ex- 
penses has been given to the cause of 
spreading the gospel. 
And 
all 
the 
money Mr. Alexander and I have re- 
ceived has not been sufficient as yet 
to pay the expenses of our party, so 
that we have personally not received 
one cent of compensation for our la- 
bors. 
Yet we count it worth while 
to do work of this character. 


"I have looked forward with exceed- 
ing pleasure to this coming to Fort 
Wayne, and I should feel extremely 
sorry if any person so near where I 
spent fourteen years of my life should 
feel called upon to apologize for any 
act of mine. 
If trying to befriend a 
man who needed a friend—if trying to 
help him subjects me to criticism, then 
I will welcome that criticism. My own 
life I desire shall be like an open book. 
My sympathy is with the man in temp- 
tation. I do not believe that that young 
man in Boston intended to go wrong, 
and I believe with others that he will 
yet right every wrong he has done." 
The reference was to the case of young 
Davie, with which the name 
of 
Dr. 
Chapman became 
connected 
through 
his desire to aid him and through a 
wholly erroneous impression 
of 
the 
evangelist's purpose and effort. 


Vim in the Song Service. 
Mr. Alexander injected vim and en- 
thusiasm into the song service which 
preceded 
Dr. 
Chapman's 
sermon. 
"Yield Not to Temptation" 
was 
the 
opening number, and when the chorus 
was ended for the first time Mr. Alex- 
ander cried: 


"He'll carry you—where?" 
"Through."' w^s the hearty response 
from a hundred lips. 


"I tell you that's a ffreat word.'" ex- 
claimed 
the 
chorismith—"through." 
Mr. Alexander announced "I Am In- 
cluded," and as Mr. Harkness played 
the introduction 
to 
the 
one 
chorus 
which has caught on so tremendously 
In Fort Wayne the gospel singer point- 
ed down to the front row of seats upon 
his right: 


"There's a brother down there who 
hasn't anj- more hair than 
I 
have— 
you get up and sing that chorus." The 
brother in question did it and the audi- 
ence 
applauded 
rapturously. 
It was 
A. p. Kendall, a city 
letter 
carrier. 
Then 
the 
crowd 
sang 
the 
chorus. 
"Well, 
for 
a 
dark, 
gloomy after- 
noon; that's pretty good singing," ex- 
claimed Mr. Alexander in keen delight 
as the great volume of melody died 
away. 


"How many of you fellows are from 
out of town?" was his next query, and 
perhaps a hundred hands 
went 
up. 
"That's a fine, brawny looking lot of 
hands—It looks as if you 
might i be 
able to sing well. You sing it." 


His Zanesville Trio. 
The out-of-tov.Ti contingent sang it. 
By this time Mr. Alexander's eyes had 
made another strike. "You three fel- 
lows down there seem to be having a 
good time." said he, pointing, "you 
sing It." 
The three arose and did 30 
—singing It well, too. 


"Where are you three fellows from?" 
asked Mr. Alexander. 


"Zanesvllle,'ywas the response. 
"Well, I think you must have been 
practicing down at 
Zanesvllle," 
and 
the audience endorsed the opinion with 
more applause.

Did you ever have a 
temptation come at you just as If it 
had" claws and was going to clutch 
you and-trample you under foet?"

"I tell you," 
said 
Mr. 
Alexander, 
when the smiles had subsided, "when 
temptation comes, you just drop on 
your knees. 
There's fourteen morocco 
bound volumes in that story." 


Mr. Naflzger sang "Only a Sinner," 
and there were several other songs be- 
fore Dr. Chapman arose to speak. 
"I 
think one needs to speak today to men 
regarding sin." said the evangelist as 
he began his sermon. 
"It is so easy 
to be tempted. 
I want to invite your 
attention 
to 
Proverbs 
11:21—'the 
wicked shall not go unpunished.' 


"You may blot out the Bible—you 
may say that death ends all, that our 
hope of the future is all naught." con- 
tinued Dr. Chapman, "but that text 
still stands. 
Man's experience proves 
it to be true. 
There are many texts 
in both the Old and. the New Testa- 
ment that declare it." 
He cited many 
of them, among them being Ezra 18:14 
—"The soul that smneth shall die." 


Various Kinds of Death. 
"I think." continued Dr. Chapman, 
"there 
are 
different kinds of death. 
There is physical death and there is 
spiritual death—death to soul, death 
to peace, death to power. 
Everj- man 
who sins and, does not confess it dies 
to peace and dies to power. If we were 
to be judged by outward things, most 
of us would stand pretty well. 
But 
if we are judged by our secret sins and 
have no Savior, we are doomed. 


"There is a text I have quoted on 
each Sunday I have spoken here. 
It 
is 'the wages of sin is death'—death 
to happiness, to self-respect, to repu- 
tation. 


"If I could convince you that your 
sin is progressive, perhaps I could In- 
duce you to turn. 
Sin often starts 
with a mere glance, a small action, 
but it always ends in death if it is 
unforgiven. 


"Sow your lust and you will reap it. 
Sow your dishonesty and you Tt-lll have 
a harvest. 
Sow your unbridled pas- 
sion« and there will be a day of reck- 
oning. Perhaps one weakness of mod- 
ern preaching Is that we have lost a 
sense of the sinfulness of sin. 
You 
can call It by some other name, but 
you can't change its character. 
Give 
a man a loose idea of sin, and you have 
a loose idea of the atonement. 


Sin Not Merely an Act. 
"Sin is not simply an act—it is a 
state. 
Some of you men have boasted 
that you haven't done sinful things. 
Perhaps 
you 
haven't done so many ' 
sinful things that men could see, but 
how's your heart? 
One of the Bibl» 
definitions of sin is the transgression 
of the law of God. Is there a man in 
this building who is an adulterer? 
Je- 
sus says If you have lust in your heart, 
you are: 
Listen! 
Is your life right 
according 
to 
God's 
immutable and 
eternal law? 
You may turn and ask 
me the same question, and I answer 
that my life Is right, and so is yours 
if we've got Christ in our hearts. 


"One man tells me he never expects 
to sin again, but that doesn't put him 
right with God. 
No man is §aved by 
his personal efforts to be gootf, but by 
the mercy of Jesus Christ! 


"Is It right to be a Christian—^not a 
hypocrite? 
A Christian—not 
a 
man 
who beat you In a trade yesterday? 
A Christian—not a man who passes 
the contribution plate in church and 
then goes home and abuses his chil- 
dren? 
I mean a Christian—a Chris- 
tian as your old mother, wlaose voice 
had all the music of heaven in it? 


Unbelief a Transgression. 
"Unbelief is a sin! 
You think it is 
a sin merely to get drunk, to be im- 
pure. but I tell j'ou the chief sin is the 
sin 
that 
crucifies Jesus again—that 
looks squarely into the face of God 
and says 'I will not accept.' 
A man 
says. 
'I'll 
reform—I'll not drink—I'll 
not steal again.' 
Does this settle it? 
Let me tell you that good resolution 
is for tomorrow; debt is for yesterday. 
You can't settle an old obligation by 
paying cash in the future. You can't 
pay yesterday's debt with today's reso- 
lution. Men, you need something more 
than resolution. 
People tell me men 
sin chiefly beqause of their environ- 
ment: htat is nonsensical. 
Take the 
case of Judas Iscarloi—he was so close 
to Christ that he could reach out and 
touch 
Him. 
Environment 
doesn't 
touch it. 
Why? 
Because the trouble 
isn't on the outside! 
You can't touch 
sin with an environment—your sin is 
within! 
I'll tell you how you can he 
saved—and the Lord knows some of 
you men need it. 
You stand high so- 
cially. but you'd be damned 
if 
you 
faced God as you are today. 
Some of 
you hai^e bg bank accounts, but your 
money wouldn't be worth a snap in the 
judgment. 
There is a way of escapel- 
only one. Accept Jesus Christ as your 
personal Saiior. 
Then 
acknowledge 
Him before men. Then ask God for His 
sake to forgive your sins. 
Then act 
according to His command." 


Following his sermon. Dr. Chapman 
pleaded long and earnestly to his big 
audience of men 
to 
accept 
Christ. 
Coming 
down 
from the platform he 
stepped into the aisles to be closer to 
his audience and pressed the invita- 
tion. 
Many accepted it and came for- 
ward in a declaration for Christ. 


At Dr. Chapman's 
suggestion 
and 
following his example, 
the 
men, 
aa 
they left the building, made a contri- 
bution for the Christmas dinner which 
the Salvation Army is to give to the 
poor of Fort Wayne.

The -inoré large, far reaching and 
enduring a subject, the more difficult 
its ^definition.

So is the power of the Gospel om-- 
nlpresent. ' 
There never went up a 
cry 
for help from Greenland's 
icy 
mountains 
or 
from 
India's 
coral 
strand but it 
went up to a present 
power to save. 
I have been where I 
have needed over thirty languages i.o 
do my work, and 
I 
find 
that 
the 
power of the Gospel brings into the 
glories of heaven on earth men out 
of every .-nation and kindred and tribe 
and tongue tinder the 
whole heaven. 
There have bé^èn national and 
racial 
religions that would not bear trans- 
planting from their native soil. 
At 
length one comes out of the infinite 
everywhere 
present 
and 
efficient 
heatiSn 
with 
power 
not dependent 
on the earth. 
Christ commanded us 
to preach this Gospel to the whole 
creation. 


The second general characteristic is 
that all the forces of nature are ready 
to servie men. 
Away back in t h e be- 
ginnings of 
time, 
the 
measureless 


being deceived, he said, "To this end 
was. I bOrn and for this came I into 
the . world, to bear - witness to 
the 
truth." 
To a world full of 
slaves 
and where all men were anxious to 
be served He said, "J came »»ot to be 
miîîistered to but to minister." 
To a 
world defiant of the will of God He 
said, "Lo, I. come to do Thy will, O 
God." 
So large a 
life must 
have 
rnany. definintions. 


The Largest Thing in the World. 
So: of the Gospel, the largest thing 
in the world. 
No sliort definition can 
cover the case. 
ïîven Christ did not 
attempt to define the Gospel. 
There 
was ,in the mind of man no capacity 
to appr.ehend the vastness of the suD- 
ject. v So . Christ 
contented Himself 
with illustration, 
with 
telling 
men 
wiiat^ the kingdom of heaven was like. 
It "is' like good seed. 
To be 
more 
specific, it is like a grain of mustard 
seed: 
it 
is like leaven. 
All 
these 
figures 
are 
illustrations 
of 
power. 
The good seed is a handful, a bagful, 
but by its own inherent power it fills 
a field with waving grain. 
It is the 
smçLllest of seeds, but it masters the 
power of gravitation and chemical af- 
finity 
and appropriates earth and air 
till 
it 
is 
a 
tree, with far-flung 
/ 
fragrance and branches full of sing- 
V ing birds. 
It is like leaven, but be-^ 
yond all conservation of forces it is' 
an indefinite multiplication of forces, 
till the whole is leavened. 
Each il- 
lustration teems and outbreaks with 
continuous 
increasin-g 
unmeasurad 
"fiiuîtiplicàtion: 
of 
inherent 
power. 
They 
fling 
that maxim of 
philoso- 
phers about' the conservation of en- 
ergy to the winds. 
They are exam- 
ples' of self-multiplication of energy 
unwasting 
"and 
increasing 
as 
it 
spreads. 
Paul having been 
trained 
to an understanding of these 
figures 
of speech by a personal 
experience 
of their vital meaning leaps to the 
amazing generalization and gives the 
definition in the text—the Gospel is 
the power of God. 
Pause to notice 
the force of the article "the." 
It 
the teaching of the Bible and of sci- 
ence that all power is of God. 
But 
Paul emphasizes this one as par ex- 
cellence the power of God. 
All pow- 
ers are serviceable, welcome, but this 
one specially 
so. 
If we have 
this 
power ,of 
God we may do without 
most of all the others. 


Paul's Definition of the Gospel. 
Now a definition to have any value 
must be in terms understandable by 
those'to whom it comes. 
The defini- 
tion of evolution by its greatest ex- 
ponent, 
in 
terms ( of 
homogeneity, 
heterogeneity, 
differentiation, etc., is 
not understandable by one in a mil- 
lion of earth's inhabitants. 
Wiser is 
Paul.. 
He defines the Gospel by the 
one thing with which we are most 
familiar. 
lie has. taken lessons of the 
Master, who set lilies 
and 
clouds^ 
shepherding, sweeping, prodigal sons, 
seed-sowing, every event of lowly and 
lofty life, to be His Bible and preach 
His word. 
Hence, Paul takes power, 
the 
most 
familiar 
and 
significant 
thing in the universe, to define A d 
explain 
his 
Gospel. 
We 
are 
sur- 
gutrounded on every side, domed over 
and girt under with all sorts of pow- 
ers—gravitation that holds the world 
and. worlds together, chemical affin- 
ity that binds two airs into water, 
so closely that nothing short of 
a 
stream 
of 
lightning "can 
separate 
them, the enormous power of vege- 
table growth that lifts the sequoia gi- 
gaiitea' of California over 300 feet in 
ain 
We have the power of steam 
that does more work in this country 
every day than 
every rpan, 
woman 
and child from the first effort to rise 
from their beds till they lie down to 
rest at night. ' W e have thé greater 
power of electricity that promises to 
su(>plant that of steam, 
and 
many 
finer 
powers that we have not yet 
learned to recognize, much less 
co 
handle. 


In the Realm of Power. 


What I me^n to teach and have you 
realize- is this: 
That there is a realm 
of ' power for mind 
and 
heart, 
a 
realm 
as real, powerful, 
legitimate, 
and; a realm for appropriate experi- 
ment, giving larger and larger pos- 
session, as really as there is a r ^ l m 
of power for matter, real,' powerful., 
legitimate, and field for appropriate 
experiment. 
Since then this realm is 
.a part of God's universal realm of 
powers It will probably have the same 
general characteristics as 
other 
er^I realms. 
' Wlisi^ are some of the characters 
fsties of these general realms of pow- 
Flrst. 
It Is a characteristic ot 
^ e a t powe^rs' th^t 
they are every- 
lere present. 
Everywhere 
in ti?e 
rerld and out of the world is gavlta- 
in present and at work. 
The sailor 
the Arctic 
and 
Antarctic 
seas 
i<Js the ocean. of 
magiietie- force 
:here' liresent. 
Sincer t h e ' n ^ s t 
went tip -from the tpcdttnû tp 


waiting to serve man. 
Niagara has 
thundered through the- ages. 
Gravi- 
tation has kept its ceaseless tension. 
Lightning has burst out with dazzling 
flashes and thunder trying to tell men 
of its waiting power. 
There is no 
other sufficient end of their 
being. 
Their 
power, 
their swiftness, their 
omnipresence 
have no other 
reason 
for existence but to serve man. 
So 
has 
every 
supernal 
energy of 
the 
Gospel been ready to save. 
Salvation 
was provided before sin. 
The Lamb 
was slain from the foundation of the 
world. 


Thlifl. Air these forces are 
always 
ready to serve any man. 
There is no 
caste in nature's forces. 
They seem 
so anxious to serve that they wil^ 
seize occasion to serve anybody. 
The 
power that holds the world together 
and swings the limitless suns to the 
music of the spheres, will carry 
a 
savage on his log down the river as 
readily as It will 
turn the wheels of 
great mills, creating wealth for the 
already 
rich. 
Electricity lights the 
miner at his hard labor in the dark 
caves of the earth 
as 
readily as it 
flashes 
on coronets and pleasures in 
the palaces ôf kings. 
So the Gospel 
comforts the slave, strengthens 
the 
martyr, cheers the dying, as readily 
as it ennobles the great and crowns 
the"*learned. 
The poor 
slave'' 
who 
murmurs from his bed of rags, "I's 
going home 
to my Fadder," has the 
same support las He who cries from 
•the cross. "Father, into Thy hands I 
commit my spirit." 


Fourth. 
The forces of nature are 
limitless in their 
own realms. 
Not 
only are there forces of many kinds, 
but there 
is plenty of each. 
If we 
were to substitute steel wires for the 
force that binds 
the 
world 
to the 
sun, we should have to put them all 
over the side next the 
sun, on the 
sea and land from side to side and 
pole to pole so thickly that a .mouse 
could 
not 
run round among 
them. 
No sun millions upon 
millions 
of 
times greater than our world is too 
great for gravitation to handle. Heap 
half 
a 
continent 
upon imprisoned 
steam. 
Alps and 
Andes 
rise 
for 
thousands of miles, but the power of 
steam is not overtasked, so the power 
of the Gospel. 
One man 
exceeding 
mad against the 
church, haling men 
and women to prison: when they were 
tried for their lives giving his voice 
against them, persecuting the church 
and persecuting the ascended 
Head 
of the church, flnds mercy. 
No man's 
sin Is too great for God's salvation. 
It snatches a brand from the burning 
and quenches the 
flames 
in 
living 
blood. 
It saves a thief oa the cross 
within a minute of his death. It saves 
to the uttermost. 


The Transmieeion of Power 
Fifth. 
I notice but one more gen- 
eral characteristic of powers. 
They 
are all transferable or communicable 
from place to place, from mind 
to 
mind, from heart to heart. 
I once'ap- 
proached a high bluff 
in 
Montana. 
There stood a great factory, but no 
Sign of power. 
No tall 
smokestack 
with its black plume signifying steam: 
no wheels uplifted to the Journeying 
wind. 
But on approaching the bank 
I gazed far down on the great falls 
where more power runs to waste than 
at Niagara. 
Down there gravitation 
waà at work and up on the bluff was 
the transmitted power. Niagara works 
In Albany, 365 miles away, as readily 
as at the Falls themselves. 
I speak 
here ^nd thé mobile air transmits my 
thought to you yonder. 
Emotion« are 
as transmissible as mechanical pow- 
ers or thoüghts. One brave officer imr 
parts his dauntless courage to all his 
men, till they rush into the imminent 
deadly breach reckless of life. 


Some years ago there was a fire in 
canal street. New York. 
Suddenly a 
young girl appeared 
at 
the 
third- 
story window and shrieked for help. 
The long ladder was quickly heaved 
aloft ^rid up ran a courageous ^heart 
for rescue, 
^ u t when he reached the 
secon^d story, a great belch of fire and 
smoke burst out« of the window and 
poured through the ladder. The braye 
fireman cowered under that canopy ói 
death and seemed about to come down.. 
But the captain'cried out to the crowd, 
rLlft him, boya, lift him!" and a great 
cheer broke out of thousands of hearts 
that lifted the man above his fears 
ahd through the belching 
fire.

window and the man soon 
brought 
the girl safely; down;:

Tour speech is con- 
fined/to 
tlíé tongue, 
recognition 
of 
color and, form, to the eye. Every de 
partment has its own faculty. 
But 
love utilizes theni all. It glows in the 
eye, 
flows 
from the lip, makes the 
touch electric. And when distance in- 
tervenes between physical, senses, ab- 
sence makes the heart grow^ fonder 
and it finds means of communication. 
Paul is in the dungeon' in Rome, but 
by prayer to the throne of God he 
sends his love and courage to 
the 
Ephesian church. 
If man's love Is so 
communicable, 
much 
more 
God's 
It not only makes his sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth the 
rain on the just and unjust, and makes 
every blessing of life an expression 
and medium of His love, but He sends 
its 
precious 
joy 
and mighty power 
directly from His 
heart 
to 
man's 
heart. 


This is a most prominent doctrine of 
the Scriptures and a most 
precious 
conclusion of experience. 
"If any man 
love Me he will- keep My words and 
My Father will love him and We will 
come unto him and make Our abode 
with him." 
He that loveth Me shall 
be loved of My Father and I will love 
him and will manifest Myself to him. 


And Paul voices the experience of 
the Christian world and says, "When 
it pleased God to reveal His Son in 
me." He who can give eyesight to the 
blind, strength leaping in-gladness to 
the poor cripple at the Beautiful Gate, 
and life to the dead Lazarus, can give 
love more strong, more full of life,to 
the heart. 
The inishty emotions re- 
ceived at Pentecost 
were 
not 
self- 
evolved but poured out by the Holy 
Ghost. 
Thus we find that the Gospel 
is a verbal expression of a power for 
mind and heart, as really as gravita- 
tion is for matter. 
It bears all the 
tests of other powers and carries all 
their characteristics. 


Power and its Work. 


What has thia power done? 
Think 
of its beginning. 
What forces It had 
to oppose? 
It set self against 
the 
universal idolatry of the~ world. . This 
was intrenched in politics, in social 
customs, in the interests of art, in the 
life of business men, whose craft was 
in danger, and in the superstitions of 
humanity.. ChristlanUy 
was 
driven 
out of the common speech of men. 
To 
speak the name of Christ with rever- 
ence was to raise the cry 
"to 
the 
lions." 
So they, were obliged • to in- 
vent a new language unknown to their 
foes. 
They took the initials of the 
€U-eek words, Jesus Christ, S'on of God, 
Savior, and found that they spelled 
the Greek word for fish. Then a man 
could ask « fellow if he caught any 
fish to-day, not meaning luring of the 
flnnny tribes from the Tiber's depths, 
but had he been a fisher of men. - He 
céuld ask a fellow If ho had partaken 
of fish today, 
meaning 
had he fed 
upon the living bread that came from 
heaven.. 
Thus he avoided í5draylng 
the cause. 


But in spite of all opposition, social, 
civil, military, stiperstltional, all com- 
bined in deadly hate and murderous 
execution, the 
new 
religion 
spread. 
How could it spread in the face ot such 
opposition? 
Because it was the power 
of God and was only opposed by the 
combined powers of men,^ ^ 


Recall a few practical applications. 
"He giveth power to the faint, and to 
him that hath no might He increaseth 
strength." 
"Wait-on the Lord and re- 
new your strength." 
"Come unto Me, 
all ye that are weary and heavy laden, 
and I will rest you" (the Greek). 
We 
as well as Israel may sing the Song 
of Ascents: 
"I will lift up mine eyes 
unto the mountains. 
From 
whence 
Cometh my help? 
My 
help 
cometh 
from the Lord who' made such heavens 
and earth." 
We as well as Paul may 
say, "Having obtained the help that is 
from God, I stand unto this day." 
We 
may ask the Holy Spirit to lead us into 
all sorts of truth. We may reaHze that 
the Lord blndeth up the broken-heart- 
ed. 
He forglveth iniquity, transgres- 
sion and sins and wants us to know it 
as clearly as when he said to the sick 
of the palsy or the sinful wonian at 
His feet, "Thy sins are forgiven thee." 
We as well as Paul may say, "The love 
of God hath been poured out through- 
out our hearts by the Holy 
Spirit, 
which was given unto us." 
There is 
power for mind and heart as really 
as there is. power for realms of mat- 
ter—everywhere 
present, 
sufficient, 
accessible, transmissible.

An old English writer has spoken of 
the self-evidencing power pf the Bible 
I have been reminded of this 
many 
times since I came to India. 
I 
have 
watche<^ the effect of Bible 
lessons 
upon thoughtful and scliolarly men 
Several years ago I 
had 
a 
Hindu 
pundit who illustrates this. 
He was 
iflne Sanscrit scholar, and a thorough 
disciplinarian; hence he was much es 
teemed by his pupils. We used to open 
school with responsive readings frqm 
the Psalms and the Book of Proverbs 
I reading a verse, and the pundits and 
pupils together reading the next,-and 
so on. 
It was truly affecting to see 
how' these words of inspiration spoke 
to this man's heart. 
I have seen him 
powerfully moved at times by passages 
we were reading. 
He would stop In 
the middle of a verse, his quick eye 
-taking it all in, tears would 
fill 
his 
eyes, he would heave a deep sigh, then 
make a peculiai: sound with his lips 
such as natives of India make when 
strongly Impressed or astonished. 
As 
he stood near me when w^e read the 
Scripture lessons, I often noticed this 
effect that God's Word was producing 
upon this man's heart. 
Several times 
after the lesson was done and prayer 
offered up, he spoke to some of 
us 
about 
certain 
pgissages, 
saying 
so 
heartily: 
"Very wonderful, very won 
derful words, these." 
He is still 
Brahmin outwardly, but I believe the 
living Word Is doing Its work In his 
heart. 


Only yesterday there came another 
Illustration of how the Word speaks to 
the. heart. 
A Mohammedan friend, 
fine Persian scholar, chanced to 
call 
while I was teaching one of my Old 
Testament classes. 
He listened with 
profound attention, was pleased to find 
the young men so interested in their 
work, spoke a cheering word or two 
about the triumphs of Christianity In 
India; but what Interested me most 
was the quiet and sure way in which 
the truth of God's holy Word was ap 
pealing to the man's heart. 
The les- 
son, the references, the 
proof-texts 
the illustrations—all were speaking to 
him. 
Suddenly, 
starting 
from 
his 
i-every, he asked: 
"Do you know that 
Bible by heart?" 


No; but I like to carry all I can of 
It in my heart. 


As never before, the . blessed Bible is 
speakliig to the heart of India. 
As 
English 
education Increases, the de- 
mand for the English Scriptures In- 
creases. The British and Foreign Bible 
society Is doing much for India, and its 
work grows apace. 
The whole Bible 
can be bought now for four annas, or 
ten cents, and the New Testament far 
an anna.

Christ. 
There is no formative period in which 
men may be enriched with nobleness 
and grace of character like hours spent 
in-his presence; those bear the b^pom 
and In time the fruit of Christ-like- 
ness, of whoni it can be said, "They are 
wont to be with Jesus;" "Strength and 
beauty are in his santuary." 


FeHowshlp with Christ is the po^er 
that makes men Christ-like. 
Yet this 
is not a grace to give co some but de- 
nied to others, as 
sculptor is limited 
by the shs^pe and veining of the block 
oh which he is wprlclng. The two men, 
Stt Peter and St. John, with so much

One thing cannot fall to 
Impress 
every visitor to Bethlehem, and. In- 
deed, to the Holy Land generally, who

tween the things and places shown us

^calltles, climatic and geographical con- 
ditions, distances, etc., of these times 
and those of today there is hardly any 
discrepancy. 
Even a skeptiCi consid- 
ering this remarkable accord of cir- 
cumstances with the Biblical narrative, 
cannot but be convinced of its veracity; 
to the believer i£ comes as a wonderful 
conviction, a satisfactory corroboration 
or encouragement to see 
things 
as 
those who described them so graphical- 
ly saw them so long ago.—Columbian 
Magazine.

Jesus lived in heaven^ before 
the 
world was made. 
"All things were 
made through Him, and without HIra 
was not anything made 
that 
hath 
been made'' (JoTin 1: 3). 
He was tha 
joy of heaven. 
"I was dally His de- 
light" (Prov. 8: 30). 
The angels of 
heaven ^yorshiped Him (Heb. 1: Î). 


Of the four Gospel writers John is 
the only one who begins the story of 
Jesus with His life in heaven (read 
John 
1: 1-5), 
And then, to learn 
what came next in the life of Jesus, 
we must turn back to the book of 
Genesis 
and read 'how he came 
to 
earth for a little while and 
talked 
with Adam (Gen. 3: 8). 
And when 
He came again and talked to Enoch 
(Gen. 5: 24); and to Abraham (Gen.' 
18: 1); and to^ Jacob (Gen.'32: 30); 
and to Moses 
(Ex. 3: 2); 
and 
to 
Joshua (Josh. 1: 5-10; 5: 3-15); and 
to Gideon 
(Judges 6: 
11); 
and 
to 
others to' make them brave for ihe 
right. 
These wondrous brief visits of 
Jesus to this ^ o r l d before He came 
as the'Babe of Bethlehem are some- 
times called "theopanies," and 
some 
Bible students claim that ' there are 
about thirty, 
f t ' is profitable for us 
to study and think about them, be- 
cause we may get a truer view of the 
great sacrifice Jesus made 
for 
us, 
when He condescended to'come again 
as a helpless babe, and to grow ;ts 
children grow, and to be obedient to 
His mother and to 'live as a 
man, 
and 
then 
to 
die as a malefactor. 
Though He was the 
millionaire 
of 
stars, "thiftigh H e ' w a s rich, yet » for 
your sakes He became poor.'' 
The in- 
finite condescended to be wrapped in 
swaddling bands of the infant! ' 
"Where I» the King?" 
"Where is He-that Is born King?" 
It was the 'question which the wise 
men asked when they came from the 
far east to Jerusalem, seeking Him, 
for they said, "We are come to'wor- 
ship Him." 
And they did bow down 
before Him, and they'paid tribute to 
Him of gold and precious perfumes. 
But those who do not think of Christ 
as 
reigning 
in 
heaven before 'His 
earthly life began at Bethlehem, will 
hardly think of Him as having been 
bom a King. 
If children ' are not in- 
structed in this matter, Jesus' birth 
at Bethlehem will be'Uke the birth 
of any 
child,- just 
"the 
dear 
little 
baby Jesus," and it will be very dif- 
ficult afterwarii to get the idea of His 
Kingship Into their minds. ' At one 
of 
the 
best Chautauquas, children 
were questioned on this point, 
and 
not one o^ them was aware that Je- 
sus had ever lived anywhere before 
He came to Bethlehem! 
What won- 
der that there Is skepticism in later 
years In regard to Christ as the liv- 
ing Lord of the world? 


The brief visits of Christ to men 
in Old Testament times, 
the 
theo- 
phtihies,. prepared the Jews, as 
the 
study 
of 
them prepares 
them 
and 
others . today, , to welcome the Incar- 
nation, Hii|;-longer visit to the world., 
"À converted Christian Jew of high 
standing 
delivered 
a 
lecture 
on 
Christ in a college in London. 
He 
said: 
"Perhaps none of 
you 
know 
from experience what it is to live 
without the knowledge of the Incar- 
nation—what It Is to 
endeavor 
to 
realize the Incomprehensible, infinite 
God, without the light and comfort of 
the Mediator, and how joyous 
and 
self-evidencing is the peaceful bright- 
ness when Jesus is revealed as th3 
Son of God declaring the Father. 
I 
was -brought up In my childhood in 
the synagogue, and was taught that 
there was one God, Infinite, Incom- 
prehensible, 
holy, 
the 
Spirit 
high 
above 
usv and 
omnipresent. 
Much 
stress was laid on the unity of God. 
But this vague, bare 
and 
abstract 


monotheism leaves the mind in utter 
darkness,- while the heart 
is 
chilly 
and desolate. 
There- was another cur- 
rent 
which 
then 
infiuenced me: it 
was the national history as recorded 
in the books of Moses, the Psalms 
and the Prophets, ' and • commemor- 
ated In the festivals. 
There I was 
met by no abstraèt idea of unity, but 
by a loving God, who appeared iinlrf 
Abraham, 
and spoke ^ to him; 
Who 
led Israel through thé wilderness and 
dwelt among them. 
And often when 
I thought of the friendly, kind, con- 
crete and human way in which ?he 
Lonl God then appeared to His peo- 
ple,^ and dealt with-them, I wondered 
why p e was not with us now, known, 
loved and followed. 
One day I was 
looking at some books in a bookstore, 
and the title of one arrested my ey^îî^ 
'God Becoming Man.' , The 
thought 
went through my mind like a 
fiash 
of lightning. 
It filled my soul with 
a most joyous solemnity. 
I said vo 
myself, 'This would be most 
beai?- 
tlful, if God would come and visit 
us.' 
Not many years, a f ^ r I heard 
about Jesus, and xead. the 
Gospels. 
I felt here the same .presence, tho 
same loving, condescending, 
redeem- 
ing and sanctifying. God 
that 
ap- 
peared unto the fathers. 
I felt that 
here was Jehovah; only that all dark- 
ness had disappeared, and that 
the 
grand inconceivable glory here shone 
upon us in the perfect, peaceful and 
holy countenance of the man Christ 
Jesus."

(Isa. 7: 14); that His nama 
should 
be given from heaven 
(Isa. 
62: 2); that He should be 
born in 
Bethlehem (Mica 5: 2); at a certain 
time (Dan. 9: 25); with a star over 
His cradle (Num. 24: 17) which wi-fs 
men 
and 
icings would follow from 
far-off lands, to.bring Him presents 
and worship Him (Ps. 72: 11-15). All 
of these things and many more the 
prophets told concerning His minis- 
try, His death and resurrection. 


Jesus in the (iospels. 
It now remains for us to 
read the 
story of His birth, and compare it 
with the propTiecies. 
We will open 
the Bible at Luke's Gospel, or. If we 
are fond of genealogy, we can i-ead 
the first chapter of Matthew's Gospel. 
If we read in Luke, begin with, thé 
twenty-sixth verse of the first chap- 
ter, and read 
about 
the 
message 
which the angel Gabriel brought from 
heaven to the virgin Mary. 
In verse 
31 read about the 
nai^^e 
given 
in 
heaven, and then the beautiful song 
which Mary sang, 
which 
is 
now 
called the "Magnificat," because she 
rejoiced that she was to become the 
mother of the Son of God. Then read 
on In the second chapter of Luke read 
the child Jesus was born-In-a manger 
and wrapped In swaddling clothes, in 
the little town of Bethlehem, as the 


prophet had foretold. 
Then read on 
in the second chapter of Luke how 
when the. shepherds 
weM 
keeplnir 
watch over their flocks by night tho 
light shined out of heaven, and t^e 
-«weet songs of angels sounded fortb* 
announcing the birth • of Jesuis, and • 
angels themselves came down to as- 
sure the frightraed shepherds, and to^ 
tell them where they should find t ^ 
young child and His mother. 
And 
then we will read on in 
the 
sam* 
chapter how they sought ahd found 
them. 
And they were the first men-«-: 
the shepherds of Bethlehem—to «as* 
upon the face and form of the dhrin« 
Child. 
How wonderful it all seemed 
to them, and how glad they were to 
tell about it to all they xnet as they 
returning to the 
flocks! 


And still let us read on in the «ec- 
ond chapter of Luke, clear throvgb 
what happened on HI« "name-d»y/', 
when He made Hi« first Journey 
t ^ 
Jerusalem, eight days after HIa Wrth. 
It was not a long Journey, only «evea 
miles. 
Then He entered the tempUi 
for the flrst time, undoubtedly oiur* 
ried in the loving arms of Hip mo^eV. 
Mqry. And let us read about the two 
old people, 
Simeon and Ann«, 
who, 
were in the emple to praisf Go4l for- 
the coming of the Chriet-ohlld, and. 
to look with wonder upon Hi« lively 
little face.'

The hereditary Influence of alcohol 
manifests itself in various ways. 
It 
transmits an Bppetite for strong drink 
to the children, and thèse are likely to 
have that form of drunkenness w.hich 
may be termed paroxysmal; that 
is, 
they will go for a considerable period 
without 
induljring. placing 
restraint 
upon themselves, but at last all the 
barriers of self-control give way; they 
yield to " the irresistible appetite, and 
then thfsir inâuigence Is extreme. The 
drunka)rd .by inheritance is a more 
helpleiss slave than his progenitor, anâ. 
thé children that he begets are more 
helpless still, unless, on the mother's 
side, there is engrafted upon them un- 
tainted stock. 


But its hereditary /influence is not 
confined to the propagation of drunk- 
ards. 
It produces 
insanitj'. 
idiocy, 
epilepsy, and other affections of the 
brain and nèrvous system, not only in 
the transgressor himself, but in 
h ^ 
children, and these will transmit pre- 
disposition to any or these diseases. 
Pritchard and Bsquirol, two great au- 
thorities upoii the 
subject, 
attribute 
half of the cases of insanity in England 
to the use of alcohol. 
Dr. Benjamin 
Rush bellçves that one-third of the 
cases , of insanity in this country were 
caused by intemperance, and this was 
long before its hereditary potency was 
adequately 
appreciated. 
Dr. S. 
G. 
Howe attributed one-half of the cases 
of idiocy in the state of Massachu- 
setts to intemperance, and he is sus- 
tained in his opinion by the most re- 
liable authorities. 
Dr. Howe states 
that 
there were seven Idiots In one 
family where both parents were drunk- 
ards. 
One-half of the idiots in Eng- 
land are of drunken parentage, and the 
same is true of Sweden, and probably 
of most European countries. It is said 
that in St. Petersburg most of 
the 
Idiots that h^ive attraçted the notice of 
physicians have come from drunken 
parents. 
In Norway, in ten years of 
free liquor traffic, after the removal of 
the duty on spirits, insanity incre^ed 
50 per cent., and the percentage of 
idiots born increased 
150 per 
cent 
When alcoholism does not produce In- 
sanity, idiocy or epilepsy, it weakens 
the conscience. Impairs the wHl and 
makes the individual the creature of 
Impulse, and not of reason. 
Dr. Car- 
penter regards It as more potent In 
weakening the will and arousing the 
more violent passions than any other 
agent, and thinks it not improbable 
that the habitual use of alcoholic bev- 
erages, which are produced 
in 
such 
great quantities in civilized countries, 
has been one great cause of hereditary 
tendency to insanity. 
In a work on 
"The Diseases of Modern Life," Dr. 
Richardson remarks: 
"The solemnest 
fact of all, bearing upon the physical 
deterioration 
and 
upon 
the 
mental 
aberrations produced by 
alcohol, 
Is, 
that the 
mischief inflicted by it on 
man, through his own act, cannot fall 
to be transmitted to those who descend 
from him, while the propensity to Its 
use descends also, making the evil In- 
terest compound in its totality."

WHAT A PASS-BOOK ÌREVEALED 


A .pass-book belonging, to a poor man 
was picked up in the streets of Toledo, 
Ohio, recently, in which an account 
was kept of the m^h's currwt expenses 
for himself and family. The Items cov- 
ered a period of two weeks, and 
amounting in all to 110.69, of which 
$4.85 was for whisky, beer and drinks. 


From this it can readily be seen that 
if the man ate his share of the food 
provided, he and the rumseller got thè 
greater part of his earnings. 
Of thè 
sixty-nine entries on the book, thirty- 
two were for liquor, ' of which whisky 
took the lead to the amount of IJ.05, 
then beèr 11.66, and "drlnl?s," 76 cents. 
To offset this, the family had in the 
same time |8.a6 worth of flour. There 
wtire no luxuries, and 37 cents worth 
of herring constituted the ^^eat bill." 


Comment is unnecessary. Any think- 
ing person can see the bare, cheerless 
home, the half-starved child, the lU- 
treated wife, and last and least of all, 
the brutal, bloated husband. A fearful 
retribution lies at the door of the poor 
wretch whó, "to satisfy that red-hot 
blast from hell, when he feels it, will 
leave his wife to starve and his chil- 
dren to perish." A feai^ul retribution 
also lies at th^ door ot the rumseller. 
Who, too lasy to worx and earn an 
honest living, is willing 
to aid In 
crushing the manhood, and destroying 
thè life and soul of his fellow men. 


Talk about "overproduction!" If the 
money spent in intoxicating liquors in 
this country was expended in purchas- 
ing necessary food, crothing, houses 
and furniture to make our wage-earn- 
ers and their f^miliee comfortable, there 
would be no men idle who were sober 
and capable pf earning a living; the 
manufactories would be kept running 
all the time, and business men would 
have more Interest in paying higher 
wages through a belief that better use 
would be made of the sam^ and that 
larger means of improvement would be 
properly appreciated. It is little, satis- 
faction to an employer to ralse^ the 
wages of his workmen and then ob- 
serve that most of the increase pa4d 
tp one-hal^ of the men goes into the 
till of the saloonkeeper, and that their

A basket was used as the f o u n d ^ 
tion. 
In shape this Was round 
and 
made from splints. - It-was not unlike 
a deep plate, the handle was 
about 
seven inches 
high, and also 
splints, 
simply bent over. 
It was colored 
a 
dull brown, with water stain.

In the bottom was laid a 
shalloy 
tin pie plate to prevent moisture from 
going through the wood. 
In this was 
thick, furry

sewa. 


Swamp alder is also common until 
freeklng ruins the berries. 
It is in 
its prime after Christmas.

On the handle of the basket 
the

While you can

calves' foot jelly by using the com- 
mercial gelatine instead of preparing 
it directly from the feet, it lacks the 
nutritive value of the last named jelly. 
This is used often in typhoid 
fever 
cases or in any other morbid condi- 
tions where the stomach will not retain 
other food. 
To make this Jelly get 
four 
calves' 
feet from the 
butcher, 
scald and clean them thoroughly. 
The 
feet must be fresh. 
Split and 
break 
the bones, place in a large kettle, cover 
with cold water (it will need about a 
gallon), bring slowly to boiling point 
and simmer gently for several hours 
until all the nutritious substance h a s 
been extracted and the liquor reduced 
to about three pints. 


S'train, and when cold remove 
the 
fat which will form a scum or cake 
over the top. 
Return to a clean kettle, 
add one cupful sugar, a- two inch stick 
of cinnamon, the juice of two lemons, 
an inch blade of mace and the whites 
and shells of three eggs. 
Put 
over 
the fire and stir until hot, cook 
five 
minutes until a thick scum has formed. 
Skim, 
then 
add one pint of w l n e ^ 
sherry, 
port 
or Madeira—and 
strain

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OMEWHERE In the Southwest of the United 
States there Is a cowboy by the name of 
Taylor Tolllver, whom I 
would like to 
rejoin. He and I faced doath together, night 
and day for two weeks, In the heart of Arabia, 
and but for him I would not be alive to tell this story. 


Beyond the fact that he had emigrated from the 
mountakis of Tennessee to Texas, worked there as 
a cowboy and enlisted to go to the Philippines in one 
of the volunteer infantry regiments raised by the 
American government In 1899. I know very little 
about him. He had be»n honorably discharged when 
his regiment was mustered out, and instead of go- 
ing home as most of the volunteers did, by the mili- 
tary transports to San Francisco, he chose to com» 
around the other way so that he might say he ha(J 
been around the world. 


I met him in the smoking room of the P. & O. 
steamship from Singapore and we played cards to- 
gether. 


At Colombo there came on board an Armenian Jewel 
merchant by the name of Dlnadjian. He had caught 
a cold In crossing the Himalayas that had developed 
Into consumption and he was trying to get home be- 
fore be died. The inan bad been In some of the cor- 
ners of Asia where I have always longed to go, but 
his days of gem gathering were over; that was plain. 
Because we did not shun him as most of the tourists 
did he spent every .possible hour of the quiet trip with 
us, and when we were passing Socotra Island the day 
before we were to reach Aden he told us a bit of 
knowledge which he had been treasuring for years 
and was now glad to give to us, as he hoped we 
might make some use of It. 


Back of Jidda, on the coast of the Red Sea, lies 
Mecca, the Mecca of the Great Prophet, and southeast 
of Mecca, In the southern end of the Nedjed part of 
the great Arabian desert, Is a bitter lake, called by a 
number of names, but, as I found, referred to among 
the Arabians as Jehayel. Dlnadjian said he had been 
there and that the sands were rich in turquoise 
matrices and in free gold, but that he had always 
been too intensely engaged to return. Furthermore, 
his being an Armenian would interfere very seriously 
with his obtaining any satisfactory proprietary rights. 


To organize an expedition on short notice was no 
easy matter, and though the British Resident advised 
us very strongly against going into the interior with- 
out a strong bodyguard, both Tolliver and myself were 
of the opinion, after looking over the available body- 
guard material, that we would be better off entirely 
alone. 
That, however, was Impossible. 
We must 
have attendants, and after we left the coast guides to 
take us over the mountains, so we began by hiring p 
half Greek, half Egyptian dragoman named Ben Ma- 
toulous. 


The Outfitting. 


Next we took on a cook who was ïiâmlliàr with 
the Mohammedan religious caleiidar and food pro- 
hibitions accordingly, ^s well as bow to present a 
white man's mess. There were tbree former Abyssin- 
ian Infantrymen in Aden, having been brought there 
among the people saved from a sloop that foundered 
in the Straits of Bab El Mandeb, and something 
prompted me to take the three along. I was very 
glad afterward that I did. 


As for the transport men we thought It best to 
proceed to Jidda and trust to finding something very 
excellent in their line among the men who did the 
work of carrying Mohammedan pilgrims. to Mecca. 
On arrival at Jidda we found an abundance of Arabian 
camels and horsemen well mounted and fairly well 
armed. I had obtained twelve Rémingtons In Aden, 
with abundant ammunition, and to such of the Ara- 
bians as were armed with jingals I gave Remingtons 
Instead. Tolliver and I had our own weapons and we 
used four of the twelve for Ben Matoulous and the 
tbree Abysslnians. 


The second day beyond Mecca, where we hurried 
through the usual throng of fanatical pilgrims, glad 
to escape the knife of some one of them gone amuck, I 
found that I had made a slight mistake In picking my 
men at Jidda. I had taken them for size, appearance 
an»' equipment. I had avoided the wilder ones. The 
result was that I had representatives of four different 
tribes that hated one another, and, also; If they had 
been wilder it would have been better. To their orig- 
inal wildn^ss the "tamed" ones had merely added a 
little coastwise cunning and treachery. 
' 


The principal trouble maker was, a rawboned, square 
shouldered El Hasa man, who rejoiced in a name that 
translated means Memory, of the White Rosebuds. 
X aubbed bim Rosebud, and, permit me to say, he was 
a rare flowar. His body was lean but powerful, but 
oia ïcgs from the knee down were thin as laths, thougu 
shapely, and bis foot was small. This thing is often 
•een among people who live in the saddle almost from 
childhood. 


The day of the first trouble we had made a dry halt 
shortly before noon to prepare to make twàiràpld night 
marches to abundant water, which th^ guides said 
could be found In some gorges southwest of I^ike 
J ^ y f l .

we were going to have trouble among our own men. 
The men from Oman and ASlr were few in number 
compared to the Hasans and Nedjedans, and though 
they were spoiling for a fight they remained passive 
in word and act, only little things showing that they 
were allied with the Abysslnians, not because they 
liked the black men, but because they realized their 
drilled efficiency. 


Trouble Is Breeding. 


Very plain indeed were the strained relations when 
the caravan set out at moonrise. The free mingling 
of the men, the rough, good natured jibes, bad given 
place to a silent grouping of the parties according to 
their affiliations: It even seemed that the camels 
understood that the happy family was such no more. 
We maide good progress, however, and a half hour 
after sunrise camped on the western side of a pillar 
of rocks which rose like a business block out of the 
sandy waste. 


By keeping close to it we should have shade till 
noon and could then move to the northern side and on 
around to the east, the sole disadvantage being our 
necessity for living on our shortened supply of 
freighted water and of being showered witli ¿and 
•very time the wind stirred. 


It was late In the afternoon and I was sound asleep 
under my fly when I heard the crack of a rifle and 
sprang to my feet in time to see a big Nedjedan called 
Kouf staggerhig back, back from before Tolllver, 
tearing at his burnouse. Cartridges dropped from him 
every step he took. He had been stealing ammunitioD 
from three sleeping Omans,, and Reb-Jedel, an Asir 
man, had seen him and wakened Tolliver, who stopped 
to ask no questions, but shot him In the neck. I 


Now we began the descent of a long, dry gorge, 
where the entire caravan was strung out over at least 
a quarter of a mile, and the going in the darkness was 
very precarious Indeed. Just as daylight was break- 
ing I heard a cry from thé head of the cavalcade and 
the camels began to act peculiarly. When I came up 
the men and animals who had preceded me were 
^ouped about a fine pool, fifty feet in diameter, in the 
bed bf the gorge, fed by. some spring under the 
rocks. A few minutes' work with a pick served to 
open up the hidden duct, and we had water In abun- 
dance, as cool and sweet as any Berkshire spring. 


Deserters Speed Away. 


When we had made camp and the sun was up Tolli- 
ver and I were taking our first comfortable smoke In 
days, when one of the black men came up, saluted 
and said:— 


"Three boy, three camel go *way." 
It was the truth. Tbree Nedjedans had deserted 
in the darkness, and. though I queàtioned every one 
of their tribesmen and Tolliver and I pondered the 
matter over-carefully. we could come to no explana- 
tion of It. If only one had been missing I would 
have thought that hé had lagged and gone over a 
cliff In the darkness, but the number missing made 
the disappearance purposefur and perhaps ominous. 


We were now within striking distance of our ob- 
jective point, and, for that matter, might be In rich 
ground even then. Satisfying ourselves that all was 
quiet and leaving the Abysslnians on guard we pro- 
ceeded down the gorge, and Tolliver panned several 
high bars, finding gold In every one, but not in the 
quantities we had anticipated. There was no ; trace 
of turquoises, and thè formation around us was cer-

Strategy and Force. 


An English platouu on the cliff tops could have 
handled us exactly as Plet Cronje and his men were 
bandied, but the range was too long for the Arabs 
from the nprth, east and west, and we were pro- 
tected by a clump of rocks on the south. The strate- 
gists" amóng'them would figure out two things if we 
were to be attacked. First, they could descend the 
gorges and figlit us on the bed of the dry lake; sec- 
ond, they must know that we could not remain where 
we were more than a few days longer and they could 
fall on us when we moved. Our sole defensive meas- 
ures were to keep the camp in a state of preparation 
and to post guards at the two entrances to the en- 
closure from the gorges. 
^ 


The second night after the reconnaissance Tolliver 
wakened me at one and I took up the watch, we hav- 
ing divided the, twenty-four hours ipto four even 
watches, breaking at one o'clock and seven o'clock 
night and day. It must have been an hour before 
sunrise wiien I beard an odd sound from the vicinity 
of the western entrance to the gorge. 
It was like 
a shout ending in a groan. I ran rapidly toward the 
spot, moving as. silently as possible, and n.earing the 
entrance was aware that something was crawling 
toward me. It was a dark body—a man on all fours, 
one of tbe Oman men on guard, with a terrible cut in 
his neck and shoulder. An effort had been made to 
decapitate him on post. Clutching my neck, he rolled 
over dead. 


I blew my whistle and its shrill summons went 
echoing anoiong the rocks. Two sets of shouts and 
cries answered.., One came from the camp behind me 
and the other from the gorge. 
; 


The Bëdofiins had sent several men to creep up on 
this i^a^^of three men and murder them. . The Oman 
Jiad escaped after 
struck and tried to crawl to 


the camp, since ne iras so terrlbly hurt he conid not 
call out more than the one Sound he had' uttered. 
Dpubtlèss the ishoiits ckme from the main body mov- 
ing, on to the attack. Dropping on my knee, I /began 
pumping away into the entrance of the gorge,i and In- 
stantly there came that terribl»souQd-^the shriek; of a 
woundedj, frightened horse. The whole gap began to 
blaze with flashes as they repliedr^d .frpini tile camp 
came the cackle of the guns of Tol|ij;^r and our wak- 


cámp. I emptied my magdzine into them and then 
ran with an speed to keep frbm being cut off. A ter- 
rified camel came swinging toward me and I barely 
got out of his way. It struck me that the cries of tht 
attacking party were echoed in kind by the men in 
camp, and suddenly as I drew near I saw that a body 
of our mep was leaving the shelter of the camp's de«, 
fences and charging the enemy. No, the cries were 
tribal calls! The whole Nedjedan Hasan faction wa« 
deserting to the enemy. 


A pretty state of affairs Indeed! I shoved another 
clip Into my rifle and stopped running long enougli 
to send evèry bullet into the treacherous crowd, then 
I ran for my life. As I leaped over the piles of goods 
we had arranged as a permanent breastworks one 
of the Oman boys drove viciously at me with his 
knife but missed me, and then, seeing who it was, 
would have,fallen on the ground at my feet if I had 
permitted him. Tolllver was having a hard job get- 
ting the proper ammunition distributed. Thank oui 
stars the deserters had left with only a few charge! 
each. 


The juncture between the attacking party and th« 
deserters was an unfortunate manoeuvre for them, ai 
it broke the force of the raid long enough for us td 
get started into really effectual firing and we mad« 
it so hot that the whole party with wild yells dashed 
off to one side, and as it was now too dark to make 
them out we stopp«<l firing. 


Tolliver's Courage. 


The three men who had been at the other entrane* 
bad vanished. That left us nine men in camp against 
a possible fifty or sixty. Sighting the Remingtons to 
the exact range for the Abysslnians and doing very 
careful work ourselves, Tolliver and I led off, making 
it hot for the band. They were not well enough armed 
to reply effectively, the best fire they had coining 
from my own men in their midst, and In ten minutes 
we had driven them to cover completely. 
They could 
not shelter their animals among the rocks, and, though 
we disliked to put down such fine creatures, we boga 
on them. That settled the matter. 
They saw tbeir 
position was untenable and at a signal cry the whole 
band dashed into the open skirting the north side of 
the dry lake and vanished into the gorge whence they 
had come, with the loss of but one man. 


There was no question about what we must do. It 
was only a matter of time tilt they could finish us. 
Tolliver and I did not even consult. Picking our best 
animals and packing only expeditionary necessities we " 
abandoned everything else. 


"Shall we try to take the stuff?' said Tolliver, point- 
ing to the result of our work. 


"We certainly will," said I, and we did. 
In less than fifteen minutes aííer the last shot was 
fired we were off for the entrance to the other gorge. 
The Bedouins could not follow us and overwhelm us 
with their numbers without paying a heary price for 
their victory. At the first sign of attack all we need 
do was stand aiid let them come on in slender column, 
the only way they could attack in the dry gorge. If 
they meant to harass us from above they , would have 
to mount the cliffs and circle the dry lake. 
The 
natural thing for them to do would be to follow along 
the cliffs until we were forced to camp iu some spot 
where their circling raiding methods would be ef- 
fective. 


It was a miserable flight, straight into the very heart 
of the desert. We had taken all hands into council 
after we were safely started and the unanimous de- 
cision was that it was best to push a little to the 
north and strike the caravan route to Katal. 
The 
tribesmen were of the opinion that since we had in- 
flicted so heavy a loss on the Nedjedans they would 
go to extremes for vengeance. 
Also our arms, ani-*-- 
mals, the gold and matrices would make fine loot. 
' 


The first day I had a bad riding fall among the 
rocks and dislocated my felt shoulder. Tolliver and 
one of the Abysslnians got it back, but the suffering 
in conjunction with the heat was something frightful 


The second day we made dry camp out on the ojv 
dulating waste of sand between two low clumps oí 
rock. Better ground for which we had been aiming 
had proved to be a retreating illusion and, complete! 
exhausted, both men and animals, we were glad to 
reach even the rocks. Before sunset three different 
bodies of Bedouins had appeared on the horizon and 
then vanished, and as the »dark came down I said to 
Tolliver:-— 


"I should not be surprised if to-night will wind up 
this game." 


"No. It looks that way. I don't care much, but 
let's give them hell from the handle as long as we caa 
hold out. It has been good fun so far." 


The Big Attack. 


About midnight came the expected attack and it 
most cleverly planned. 
No American Indian ra»l 
noeuvre could have surpassed it. At least one Imn-j 
dred men rode over the western sky line mounted onj 
camels~and horses, as we could see with the glasses,! 
and that they were fully aware Avhat sort of marksmeni 
and rifles we had was shown by the respectful dis- 
tance the troop kept. Coming as near ai: they dar^ 
to come without drawing our fire, nine distinct groups 
separated one by one and circling up took up positions j 
to the west and north, the last one even being in the 
northeast. 


At a signal, shrilled from the centre, each Iittle| 
tx'oop of about ten men dashed down on the camp. Itj 
Is needless to say that we could not fire on all of them 
nor, worn out as we were, could we keep our Leads 
and nerves steady enough to concentrate on one group. 
Our fire was very ineffective and when they were near 
enough they poured in a hail of slugs and bullets. In 
two minutes' time one of the blacks and one of the 
Omans were badly wounded. Tolliver had a rip down 
his thigh and several of the animals were disabled. 
Suddenly Ben Matoulous cried out that he saw Rose- 
bud, at least recognized his horse. Tolliver caught 
up his rifle once more and, following the dragoman'jî 
finger, made out the Hasan. The rifle cracked andT 
Rosebud threw up his arms and rolled off over 
horse's hips. 


As the groups concentrated they began to feel oi 
fire and at a signal they whirled and galloped back 
their former posts. 
In an hour they repeated tl 
manoeuvre, and this time they got two more of Ui« 
and I had a half spent ball buried in the muscles of 
my bad shoulder. 
Things looked very bad indee " 
when suddenly there was excitement on their right, 
grand shift of front and Ben Matoulous pointed out 
large -body Pf men approaching from the southeast 
They were riding like the wind and when near eno«<sh 
for their cries to be distinguishable the last of the 
Omans with us announced that they were his coun- 
trymen. Apparently it was merely a matter of whether 
or not one or the other party murdered and looted us, .. 
but Ben Matoulous leaped on a horse and was away 
toward them, answering their tribal calls. 
They^^ 
swerved in our direction and in ten minutes we were 
surrounded by them. It was pleasant to find that we 
had been in no danger of being raided at their hands. 
Two of the guards who had vanished from the eastern 
entrance to the goi-ge four days before on the occa- 
sion of the first attack were Omans and had made 
their way to their fellow tribesmen, so that the ex- 
pedition was practically a rescue party.' 


It w-as a rather costly one, however. After a brief 
brush with the oth^ band the Omans returned' aud 
an. hour, before daylight we moved on with fhem to 
thè southeast. It was two wèeks before Tolliver and 
I could leave them to proceed to. the coast, aá the 
'shelk. seamed bent on keeping us Svith him. What his 
purpose was we had no Idea, but we were h^ioless, 
• and, anyhow, we were in sad. need of recuperai lui 
; At the end of two weeks he signified that he 
willing we should depart and suggested that we L 
with him our gold and matrices. I was amazed at 
alacrity with which Tolliver accepted this, witt 
even giving me a glaüce or consuiting me in any

"But besides these things, the con- 
gress of 1862 passed a third law. estab- 
lishing in each irtate a college of agri- 
culture. 
The 
first 
law provided 
the 
farms: the second law the science, and 
the third law established a means of 
taking this science to the farmer. 


"There has been $50.000,000 expended 
in agricultural research. 
The agricul- 
tural colleges have devised a system 
of pedagog>' to take this 
knowledge 
to all farm youth. 
There is a national 
system of fiftV state colleges, and 
a 
number of states have a circuit of ag- 
ricultural 
high 
schools in each 
ten 
counties, 
or 
congressional 
district. 
And now many counties are establish- 
ing 
systems 
of 
consolidated 
rural 
schools, 
with 
twenty 
to thirty 
con- 
solidated elementary and high schools 
throughout the entire county." 


But Professor Hays does not beiiev" 
the work that has been done in the 
past is sufficient.

-From seeid time to" harvest the tiller 
of the. soli is continually dependent 
upon the weather. 
There is little use 
of sowing: the se«4 unless the soil is. 
Ill the right state as regards warmth 
and moisture to start the process of 
germination, as the germ in the seed 
will decay If the ground Is too wet 
and cold, or will dry up and die under 
the effects of a parching sun. 


• After growth has begun, the de- 
eylopment of the plant is largely a 
matter of adequate w^t^r supply and 
heat, granted that the soil is fertile 
and, properly culti'.ated. 
Careful ex- 
periments have shown that a water 
supply of about 300 pounds Is. re- 
quired for the production 
of 
on^e 
p.pund of com. 
This amount of water 
must be carried up through the roots 
of the corn plant, distributed through 
Its cell 
structure, and 
evaporated 
through its surface of stalk and leaves, 
in order that one pound of corn may 
grow and ripen. 


With but half the required water 
supply needed for complete develop- 
ment, the plant v'lll reach only half 
its normal fize and weight.' 
If the 
weather is cold and cloudy, a plant 
cannot grow normally. 
It is true that 
some forms of vegetation, survive the, 
temperature of the frigid zone, but It 
Is equally well known that the growth 
here Is "stunted and sici-ly, compared 
with that found in temperate 
and 
tropical regions. 


Decided benefits may be derived at 
times if, through the aid of proper in- 
struments, weather 
changes can be 
foreseen, and a properly exposed rain 
guage fs the best indicator of the 
amount of rain that falls at any time. 


Keeping a rainfall record Is one of 
the most Interesting tasks that a far- 
mer or gardener can undertake. 
By

vddlng the depth of jach rainfall to 
the cpmbip^^ depti s of those preced- 
Irg, he may find exactly what the 
reason's supply has been, and by not- 
ing the condition of. a given crop fror? 
time to time he may be able to form 
an idea as to how it has been affected 
by the moisture 
received. 
Further- 
more, the preservation of these rec- 
ords will enable him to compare the 
rainfall and crop conditions for any 
season with those of other seasons. 


Any cylindrical vessel exposed in an 
open space, where surrounding trees 
or building^ are far enough away not 


to stop the rain, will 
indicate 
the 
amount of rainfall. 
An ordinary tin 
can with straight sides will serve the 
purpose^ if the 
top be entirely re- 
moved. 


It is obvious that the depth of water 
collected In a vessel having flaring 
sides would not represent the actual 
rainfall; and it is also evident that 
the correct catch would not be ob- 
tained, even with a good guage. If it 
were placed under the eaves of a 
building or near a wall or tree which 
would shelter it. 


The rainfall Is measured regularly, 
morning and evening, by Inserting a 
rule and observing how high the rule 
Is wetted. 
The ordinary rule, marked 
qff in eighths and sixteenths of 
an 
inch, may be used; but In order to 
compare the results -uth the records 
of the Weather Buretiu. it Is well to 
use a rule marked oft in tenths of an 
Inch. 


Such, a simple rain guage has this 
objection: that the rainfall In any one 
day is frequently so small that it can- 
not be measured with much accuracy. 
To obviate this difficulty, the receiving 
vessel may be made with a funnel 
shaped bottom, to which is attached, 
; below, a tube with an opening whose 
area is one-tenth of the receiving ves- 
. sel. 
A rainfair which would measure 
. o n Inch in the upper vessel will then 
j rneasure ten inches In the measuring 
; tube; the readings therefore can be 
more accurately made. 
The readings 
taken from the measuring tube must, 
of course, be divided by 10, In order to 
get the actual rainfall. An Illustration 
of such a guage Is herewith shown. In 
the standard rain guage the upper cyl- 
inder has an inside diameter of eight 
inches, while the 
diameter of 
the 
measuring tube is 2.53 inches. 


SHALLOW BREAKING 


Where sod is turned less» than four 
inches, the breaking may be called 
shallow. 
The simplest iform of shal- 
low breaking Is what is called "sodding 
in oif a crop." 
In this case thp sod is 
turned two. or three inches, and should 
11' flat. The seed Is dropped In every 
third or fourth furrow, and covered 
by the next slice of sod. Sometimes a 
roller Is run over the 
ground 
to 
smooth and pack the sod. The crop is 
not usually cultivated. 
This method 
pi-oducea fair crops when there is suf- 
ficient in amount and well distributed, 
but one should not be disappointed at 
the failure of a crop under t^l3 meth- 
od. 
Practically it is a way of getting 
rid of the sod and at the same time 
taking chances on getting some yield 
from the land. 
The common method 
is to turn the sod three or four Inches 
deep and then to drag it lightly with 
a spike-toothed harrow, the teeth of 
which are slanteil back. 


Where the eod is thin, the shallow 
breaking Is often worked up thor- 
oughly with the disc and spike-toothed 
harrow, and a very 
good seed bed 
made. 


Any shallow breaking of sod land, 
except in the case 
of sandy 
land, 
should be regarded as p. makeshift, for 
it does not permit of the best stoirage 
of moisture. 
The crop is placed en- 
tirely at the mercy of the season. 
It 
should 
only be done where circum- 
stances make it impossible to apply the 
better methods.—J. D. Tinsley.

Newly 
cleared 
T.-oodlands yield large crops for many 
successive years without the addition 
of any fertilizer. 
To aid 
ejfhausted 
poll commercial fertilizer i« used. It 
has been found that llm®, cllnkera, 
and Goal ashes thrown on a field will 
set up scab. 
It would thus appeair 
that this disease may be due to me- 
chanical Irritation In the soil. To pre- 
vent rot, great attention is given to 
the time of digging- The best time has 
been found to be when the tops begin 
to grow a dark green, not when they 
have turned black. 
When the latter 
hi ppens, the potato has already begun 
to rot. 
By observing these methods, 
a white, smooth, rounded root of me- 
dium size is secured. 
The best pota- 
toes are shipped In boxes, carefully 
sjlected, and marketed as No.- 1 and 
Ko. 2. 


RAISE MOKE MI7I/ES. 


. The objection many farmers raise to 
the use of mules Is that they do not 
breed, that they are stubborn, often 
vicious, and that they are entirely un- 
Bulted to pleasure purposes. 


T^hoae objections are worthy of con- 
Blderation, but the many good quali- 
ties ot these sturdy beasts 
seem to 
toiore than offset them.

FOOD VALUE OF MILK 


By Carolini I;. Himt. 


It Is 
a commonplace saying 
that 
mi'k, or, to be more specific, cow's 
milk. Is a perfect food. 
This may be 
taken to mean that it contains, first, 
materials which children 
need for 
growth; 
second. 
materials 
which 
young ai>d old alike need for the re- 
pair of their bodily machinery; and, 
third, materials which both need for 
fuel, i. e., to proTjiIde them with heat 
and with the energy 
necessa^ for 
work. 
It should not be understood, 
however, to mean that It h^s these 
ingredifenta in suoh proportions that it 
can serve satisfactorily as an exclusive 
food for a grown person or even for a 
child. 
Though it is the best substlt 
tute for mother's milk, it must be 
"modified" more or less before It can 
be used even for Infant feeding with 
good results. 


It is likewise a commonplace saying 
that milk is a cheap as well as a nu- 
tritious food. 
Just at present, with 
prices of all kinds of foods rapidly 
c! anging, it is not so easy as it once 
was to make the comparisons 
that 
ar« necessary to show which particu- 
lar foods are really cheap, but while 
the prices of food materials vary, the 
composition of most of them remains 
unchanged, and It Is always possible 
to compare their nutritive values. A 
quart of milk suplies practically as 
much of both protein and energy as 
three-quarters of a pound of beef of 
average composition or eight average 
eggs, and can generally be bought for 
less money. 
In case milk is 8 cents 
a quart, beef 20 cents a pound, and 
eggs 24 cents a dozen. 10 cents spent 
for milk will buy a little more protein 
and much more energy than 10 cents 
spent for beef or 10 cents spent for 
eggs. 
Thus, while other animal foods 
than milk (meat, eggs and cheese) are 
desirable to give variety to the diet It 
may be assumed that milk may be 
used as an economical substitute for 
any one of them. 


Of the vegetable foods, many (flour, 
for exani»ple) are found to be much 
cheaper than milk, when both price 
an 
nutrltly© value are taken Into con- 
sideration, an4, as a matter of 
fact, 
they always form the greater part of 
the bulk of human food; but of the 
ai'Imal foods which are usually com- 
bined with the vegetable foods, milk is 
one of the cheapest 


In spite of the fact that milk Is rec- 
ognized as a nutritious and a cheap 
food, there seems to be a general 
tendency to think oZ it not as a pos- 
sible substitute for other more expen- 
sive foods, but rather as an addition 
to the bill of fare. To Illustrate, milk 
is frequently used as a beverage wlth- 
ou" the reduction of the amount of 
meat or other proteid foods served. 
Prom the point of view of the need of 
t? e body, this may be considered ex- 
travagant ^nd the serving of a glass 
of milk or of a bowlful of soup or 
of such desserts as custards and baked 
milk, or the use of generous quantities 
of milk or white sauce on vegetables, 
offers an opportunity to cut down the 
8.11owance of meats and egss.

POTATOES FOR WINTER. 


My way of keeping potatoes d'.;ring 
the Winer Is to select a high piece 
of gro.und that will drain Itself well, 
tl.en I put a lot of hay on the g^pund 
a,nd put the potatoes on the hay, pil- 
ing them uj) nicely. I then, cover with 
hay or straw as thick as I think best, 
then put 
light layer of dirt on the 
hay, and as the season gets colder, I 
put on more dirt. 
To keep potatoes 
in the spring for summer use, put 
them In a dark room and give them 
plenty 
of air, sprinkling some 
air- 
slacked lime over them. 
Also keep 
a" sprouts off of them, and you will 
have 
potatooes 
until you can raise 
new ones.—B. P. Mii'er, Kansas.

Fruit culture and the production of 
poultry products can 
frequently be 
combined in a most satisfactory man- 
ner. 
There are several reasons why 
fruit and poultry can be produced eco- 
nomically together." In the first place, 
fowls are very destructive 
to Insect 
life, and if sufficiently large numbers 
are kept, few of the 
larger Insects, 
which may spend a portion of their 
time on the groun" among the dead 
leaves and grass, will escape. 
The 
destruction of insects tends, of course, 
to make the trees more healthy and 
th3 fruit produced more perfect. 


The amount of fertility, too, which 
n-ay be added to the soil through the 
droppings of the fowls, is a matter of 
no small importance, when considered 
for a series of years. 
Medium sized 
fowls, like the Leghorns, require about 
a bushel of grain per year, and larger 
fowls considerably more. The greater 
part of the nitrogen, potash, and phos- 
phoric acid present 
In 
this 
grain 
passes into the excrement, and when 
t: B is scattered uniformly over the 
surface the soil should become more 
fertile from year to year, thus making 
the trees more thrifty, vigorous ^nd 
productive. 
In these wayê. then, will 
the fowls benefit thé trees, while on 
the other hand the shade furnished 
by the orchard on the sultry days of 
summer adds to the comfort and well 
being uf the fowls, an-1 thus increases 
the profit which may be derived from 
them. 


In connection with orcharding, it Is 
important to have the poultry work 
so arranged as to interfere as little as 
possible when thé trees demand most 
attention, namely, iii the spring, when 
it Is necessary to spray, and in ^ the 
autumn at 
harvest time. 
Keeping 
fcwls for egg production can be made 
tc meet this requlr«(ment more nearly 
than any otlier torahch of the poultry 
business

Colony houses should l&e scattered 
through the orchard. 
Tltte shape or 
slzo of these houses is quite immater- 
ial, provided that the hiens are not 
overcrowded, and that the houses are 
dry and comfortable. 


A house sixteen 
or 
eighteen feet 
wide and twenty feet long will accom- 
modate, about seventy-five fowls of the 
smaller breeds; and one house per 
acre would be sufficient. These houses 
should face the south or southeast, so 
as to receive as much sunshine .^s pos- 
sible In winter. 'The bax:k wall, on the 
north side of 
the house, should be 
double-boarded, so as to be perfectiy 
tight and warm, and the south aide 
should be provided with an. opjenlng 
which can be 
closed 
in 
cold and 
stormy weather by a canvas or duck 
curtain 
.The perches 
should extend 


the ^ t l r e .ength of the Iso^e at ths 
rear, and should 
be pcbvlded with 
dropping boards, underneath 
which 
the nests may be located. 


The dry mash sysCem of feeding can 
be used. 
This reduce« tho cost of 
labor for feeding to a neinlmum. 
This 
system consists In keeping constantly 
available to the fowls a mixture ol 
ground grains and be erf scrap. A mix- 
ture which has been found to be very 
satisfactory consists of equal parts, by 
w^^Ight, of cornmeal, ground oats and 
wheat bran 
To thle mixture Is added 
about 10 per cent of beef scrap. 
I?? 
addltio^ to the dflry mash, the fowli 
should be fed at least once per day 
some whole grai«i, such as a mixture 
of corn, wheat arnd oats. 
In the win- 
ter time, when the fowls are confined 
to the houses, tT.iis .-should be scattered 
in the straw or litter, which should 
cover the fiooirs of the houses. In sum- 
mer the whctfe grain may be scattered 
outside. 


Laying h^ens of the size of Leghorns 
require from sixty-to seventy poundi 
of grain 
and beef scrap per head 
yearly. 
At the present 
prices for 
grain, f/iis will cost about one dollar 
per torn each year. 


Yoi-mg fowls, when 
properly fed 
and cared for and given free range 
in an orchard, as outlined, will lay, 
a* tjtie very lowest estimate, ten dozen 
egrfs per year. 
At an average price 
of 25 cents per dozen, these would be 
TV^rth $2.50. or a profit, above the cost 
of feed, of $1.50 per hen per year. 


Every fall, a short time before the 
layers begin to moult, they should be 
culled over, and a few of the best birds 
reserved for next year's breeders. The 
house? should then be cleaned, disin- 
fected and put in readiness for the re- 
ception of the pullets, which should be 
moved into their winter quarters at 
thi beginnlnjS'" of frosty weather. 


DAIRY FARMING IS PROFITABLE 


ECONOMY IN THE USE OF FENCE POSTS 


C A R E F U L S E L E C T I O N OF T H E WOOD AND P R E S E R V A T I V E 
t R E . A T M E N T SAVE,S TIME AND MONEY. 


It has been estimated by the TJ. S. 
Department of Agriculture that the 
farmers of the single State of Iowa 
use every year $1,400,000 worth of new 
fence posts, which cost the equivalent 
of $600,000 for setting them in the 
ground. 
Without doubt a part of this 
expenditure might be saved. 


The opportunity 
for 
economy is 
found, first. In using the kinds of posts' 
which, taking into account both cost 
and durability, are cheapest 
In 
the 
long run, and, secondly, by treating 
the posts to (hrevent decay. • When a 
farmer sets a post which will have a 
comparatively short life, he loses not 
only through having to buy a new post, 
but also because of the additional la- 
bor Involved In setting It. 
It is true 
that In both oases no money outlay 
may be Involved, for he may set the 
posts himself, after getting them trpm 
his own woodJoL^ Of the posts used 
last year In Iowa', seventy per cent, it 
Is estimated, were grown on the farms 
where they were used, or were ob- 
tained from other farmers or woodlot 
owners, and only thirty per cent were 
bought from lumber dealers. 
Never- 
theless, the farmer Is out his labor 
and the part 6t the product of his 


woodlot which Is used up, even though 
he does not pay out any cash. 


The average life of a fence post Is 
stated to be fourteen years, and the 
average cost 18.7 
cents. 
There Is, 
however, great difference In the last- 
ing properties of different woods. 
Os- 
age orange lasts mere than Ave times 
as long as willow, and. for length of 
service It heads^ the list of post tim- 
bers In the State. 
The comparative 
life of other posts Is' shown In the 
following list, ranging from the long- 
est period to the shortest: Red cedar, 
locust, white oak, 
northern 
white 
cedar (or arborvltae), catalpa, black 
walnut, buternut, rei oak, and willow. 


The average cost of posts varies 
for different woods, and for the same 
woods In different localities. Red cedar 
Is most expensive, at an average of 
26 3-4 cents each, and 
willow 
the 
cheapest, at 6 cents. 


Taking into consideration the time a 
post will last, and the cost of buying 
It 
and setting It In the ground, thè 
conclusion must be drawn that the 
osage orange i)ost is the most ecopom- 
Ical in Irwa. followed by white oak, 
locust, catalpa, red cedar, black wal- 


nut, butternut, willow, white- cedar, 
and red oak, in the order named. 


Comparatively few posts of some of 
these woods are used. 
Catalpa and 
butternut together do not constitute 
ono per cent, while white oak exceeds 
forty per cent. 
From white oak, the 
highest, the numbers used range down 
In the following order: White cedar,' 
osage orange, red cedar, willow, black 
walnut> locust, butternut, and catalpa. 
A few posts are cut from other woods. 


Preservative treatment Increases the 
life of all wooden posts and more than 
doubles the period of usefulness of 
those which are mostly sapwood. 
The 
two million dollars spent yearly by 
Iowa farmers 11 buying and setting 
fence posts might be materially les- 
sened 
by putting into practice the 
well-known methods of wood preser- 
vation. 
It costs much less to treat a 
post than i • buy a new one and set It 
in the ground, and In addition much 
wood could be saved for other pur- 
poses. 
The Department of A^rlsul- 
ture has made a special study of pracr 
tlcal methods of preserving farm tim- 
bers, SQ that 
-s able to Inform In- 
terested Inquirera how to do- thlft for 
themselvM.

The primary 
principle to be ob- 
served In tho preservatlop df egjgs is 
the protetclon 
of the Interior frcv.i 
contact with the air. 
The most ef- 
fective way of doing this Is to fan- 
merge them 4n a water solution of 
sodium silicate, usually 
known 
as 
"water-glass." 
Sodium silicate can be 
obtained from any druggist i..t from 4i 
to 60 cents per gallon. 
Onie gallon 
should be sufficient for about 50 dozen 
eggs. 


Mix one part of the sodium silicate 
with from ten to twelve parts of water. 
Some 'water-glasB Is so thick that, with 
this dilution, the eggs will 
float. 
In 
such a case, add enough more water 
t'- make them settle to the botto:-.i otf 
th3 liquid. 


Use only clean water, from which 
the air has been removed by boiling. 
Be sure that It is cold before mizSlng 
it with the water-glass. 


Pack the eggs 
in a jar or clean 
wooden keg, and add the^ preserving 
solution in sufficient quantity to cover 
the eggs. No part of the s"hell should 
be exposed to the air. 


The packed 
eggs should be "kept 
cool. 
A cellar is the best pilace fcr 
storing them. 
Pack only strictly fresh 
egSS. 
Stale eggs will not keep for 
ary length of timo under any con- 
ditions, and they xpAy affect the fresh 
eggs which are packed with them. 


Do 
not wash eggs before packing 
them. 
Washing removes from the 
shell the mucllagenous coating which 
np-tura provides for their temigorary 
preservation. 


i'iSgs preserved iff this way retain 
their original fresh iavor perfectly, 
they are not discolored, the yolk re- 
tains its' normal consistency for sev- 
eral months. 


Other methods 
of 
preservation, 
though less satisfactory to their re- 
sults, will keep eggs for from. three 
to four months In such condition t^at 
they may be used for cooklngr pur- 
poses. 
A preserving mixture ' which 
has given fair results is made up- of 
8 1-2 pounds of fresh lime mixed with 
4 i - i pounds of salt, and the whole 
dissolved In eight gallons of w a t ^ 


Xlggrs may also be preserved fairly 
well for a few months by packing dry 
In a mixture pf equal parts salt and 
sawdust. 


K££;P THE COWS COMFORTABLE. 


If stock is made uncomfortable by 
being fed at irregular times, so that 
they spend a great deal of their time 
expecting to be fed. the discomfort 
shows In lower production. 
If they 
are made uncomfortable by having 
a poor bed, by being roughly handled, 
by having a dog set on them, or by 
being left out in the cold or allowed 
to go thirsty, these conditions result in 
dcoreased production. 


One of the great 
advantages 
of 
weighing the milk every day. from 
each cow, is that it gives one a quick 
check on any condition that brings 
about discomfort to his animals. 
If 
any cow shows a dropping off of her 
milk flow, a.s a rule a little observation 
I will show that she has been made un- 
comfortable in some of the ways men- 
tí ned above; and knowing these facts, 
the farmer Is able to check these un- 
favorable conditions quickly. 


If you want to know how long to 
allow cows to stay out In the winter. 
Just take off your coat and go out In 
the yard and stand around awhile. 
When you begin to feel uncomfortable 
and feel like going into the house, put 
the cows In the barn.

Fire Follows Explosion in 


Colliery at Bolton With 


Awful Effect. 


CASUALTIES ARE 


NOT YET KNOWN 


Three Hundred Men Went 


Into Colliery to-Begin 


Day's Work. 
; 


Bolton, Dec. 21.—An explosion fol- 


lowed by fire and causing many fatali- 
ties occurred in the Little Hulton col- 
liery of the Hulton Colliery compan> 
here this morning 
soon 
after 290 


miners had gone below the surface to 
begin the day's work. 


The cause and extent of the disaster 


was in doubt for several hours. 
The 


first rescuing party to reach the scene 
succeeded in bringing seven men and 
a boy to safety and later recovered the 
bodies of five victims. 


At the moment of 
the 
explosion 


flames spread through the affected pas- 
sage and smoke and poisonous gas 
filled the mine- 


. Increased Their P«rM. 


The plight of the miners was ren- 


Sered more dangerous by a. mishap to 
the machinery of the shafts where the 
cages refused to move for a time, pre- 
venting a quick escape and Interfering 
with the ventilation. 
The rising gases 


were 
checked 
by obstructions and 


driven back up on the entombed men. 
Meantime the fire raged fiercely and it 
Is supposed that -many who were not 
killed by noxious fumes were burned 
to death. 
, 
The rescuers were unable to go ai- 


rect to the spot where the miners were 
entombed and there was some delay 
•while they sought access to the place 
through adjoining leads. 


Seen« of Anguish About Min». 
Word of the accident was carried 


quickly to tho home of the miners and 
presently thousands of persons sur- 
rounded the mouth of the colliery. 


As always on the occasion of such 


disasters the anxious throng inclu.led 
half-crazed wives and the children of 
the miners. - , 
The work of rescue continued brave- 


ry amid discouraging conditions. 
The 


rescuers, who, wearing 
"«'«"«*•• ,f°r 


their own protection, went boldly Into 
the pit nnd succecdedvln extinguishing 
the names, In an area 150 feet In length, 
but encountered heavy falls of coal 
nnd slack that had been loosened from 
tho root of the mine by the explosion. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon only eight 


Bf the 290 Imperilled men had escaped 
and the outlook for the rescue- of oth- 
ers was dubious. 
At that hour a total of ten bodies 


had been recovered. 
Fate of 280 Unknown. 


The fate of some 280 men still en- 


tombed (the exact number cannot be 
known.) 
remained 
In 
doubt 
this 


evening, but. those who had been be- 
low In an effort to reach them, ex- 
pressed llttie. hope that any more 
could be rescued alive. 


For a time, the lives of 
<00 


were in jeopardy as a mine connect- 
ing with the one In which the ex- 
plosion .occurred was also damaged 
the. shock and It was some time be- 
fore its 400 occupants could be reach- 
ed and brought to the surface. 


The ten bodies recovered were dis- 


covered lying close to the mouth of 


the pit- In each case death was due 
to asphyxiation. 
Force of Explosion Terrific. 


One of the eight miners who es- 


caped said that the force of the ex- 
plosion was such that the limbs - 
many were blown off. 


The report was hea.rd at points 


several miles distant. Tonight thou 
sands of person from the surround 
Ing country were still gathered ft 
the pit head. 
The holiday garb o 


the city Is already being replaced with 
emblems of mourning. 


A member of the rescuing party 


who came tip from the pit after twi 
Hght expressed the. opinion that ther< 
was practically no hope for the Irn 
prisoned 
ones. 
Th« 
rescuers 
sue 


ceeded in penetrating only 200 yard; 
because of the debris, which so com 
pletely choked the passageway. The; 
uncovered a number of bodies.

A simple plum pudding calls for n 


quart of soft 
white bread 
crumbs 


mixed with a half cupful 
of 
finely 


chopped suet, n half cupful of sugar, 
one cupful of raisins. .1 half teaspopn- 
ful of saU. one tcaspoonf'ul of oinna- 
mon. ore-quarter of * teaspoonful of 
mace, one-quarter of a teaspoonful of 
cloves, three well-beaten eggs and one 
cupful of sour milk. Turn into a but- 
lercd mold and steam for three hours. 


Rich Plum Pudding. 


Another and more elaborate recipe 


calls for three pounds of stoned raisins 
Hire.- pounds of currants, two poundr 
of sultanas, three pounds 
of 
flnelj' 


chopped suet, three pounds of brown 
supar. fourteen ounces each of candlecl 
Irmon nnd ornnrre peel finely shredded, 
one pound a.nd n half each of flour and 
fine- bread crumbs, three-quarters at a. 
pound of blanched almonds cut into 
strips, two teaspoonfuls each of cloves, 
nulmenr. cinnamon nnd Rlnjter. one tea- 
spoonful of salt, twenty-two eggs well 
bcnton. one pint of br'indy, ont pint of 
puorl rile, the rind of two lemons and 
juice of three, one cupful of cream. As 
this makes a hirire quantity and Is very 
rk-h it Is best In divide the well worked 
mixture hcf.veen four or more buttered 
moli's. Steam them for six hours and, 
put aside until nceiloc. t:ien steam for 
three hours longer. 


Sometimes holding over a kettle of 


steaming water will be just as effec- 
tive. 


Sponge your hat with ammo-ria and 


water In the proportions of half a tea- 
spoonful to a pint of water. 


Javelle water is the best agent for 


removing mildew stairs from 
white 


fabrics. I had always advocated using 
the water cold, but a correspondent 
wrote to me advising that the water 
be hot. 


In speaking to a chemist employed 


in dyeing: and cleaning frocks, he up- 
held my 
method. 
He 
said:—"Cold 


water is the slower method, but It Is 
also tho safer. Javelle water, as every 
one knows, is apt to rot the threads 
unless thoroughly rinsed out of the 
material, and hoot water will weaken 
much quicker than will cold.

The subjoined article will be found of 
interest to those who have had a part 
in the "city beautiful" propaganda in 
Fort Wayne.]

The Pittsburg city plan, the result 


of a year's work ot Frederick Law 
Olmstead, of Brookline. Mass.. 
the 


foremost American landscape architect, 
and his staff, Is almost ready for gen- 
eral distribution. 
The preface and 


table of contents were made public 
yesterday following the adoption of the 
report by the Pittsburg civic commis- 
sion. The complete report is expected 
to come from the hands of the printer 
February 1. 


A feature of the city plan is the em- 


phasis placed upon the relation of nar- 
row and inconvenient streets to the 
cost of living In PLttsburg. Drawings 
showing the delay in traffic on Fifth 
avenue and East Ohio street graphical- 
ly illustrate the point that a poorly 
planned street system "adds to the ex- 
penses of manufacturers, the cost 
borne by wholesale merchants and the 
prices charged consumers by 
retail 


dealers; In short, inadequate traffic fa- 
cilities in Pittsburjr. as in other cities, 
add to the cost of doing business and 
of living. 
Mr. Olmstead was employed a year 


ago as consultant by the committee on 
city planning by the Pittsburg civic 
commission.

Olmstead had a corps of men under the 
direction of his assistant, E. C. wait- 
Ing taking traffic counts, making maps 
and sketches and preparing the enor- 
mous mass of detailed Information he 
considered necessary for an adequate 
study of the city's tfioroughfare sys- 


A set of lantern slides embracing the 


most Interesting pictures will be sent 
tomorrow to President John * Inley. ot 
the College of the City of New York, 
for use In his lecture, on Pittsburg anrt 
the Sorbonne. Paris. 


Mr. Olmstead has made n. study of a 


comprehensive main thoroughfare sys- 
tem for .the center of the city and to 
the principal residence and manufac- 
turing district* and the surrounding 
boroughs. 
He- also reports upon the 


locations of the main public buildings 
iind 'grounds of the downtown section 
One of his most interesting maps 'Is 
that which shows at a glance the 
(mount of land which cannot he util- 
ized because of excessive grades. 


The report states .in the preface tha 


"practical city planning—or better, re- 
planning—is part nf the world-wide 
conservation movement. City planning 
In municipal conservation. Plttsburs 
like other cities, ad to a greater extcn 
than most of them, faces the problem 
of using her financial and tcrrltorla 
resource* to the utmost.

GIRLS' RANGE IS WIDE 


New York. Dec. 21.—When it conies 


to moving pictures boys and girls know 
what they like. At any rate the boys 
do. 
The 
child welfare 
committee. 


which is going to have a big exhibition 
in January, sent a list of questions to 
the public schools and it brought an 
unequivocal verdict as to the favorite 
films. 


Two of the questions asked were: 


'How often do you go to a moving pic- 
ture show?" and "What pictures do you 
like best?" : Among tne hundreds of 
replies received there was an occasion- 
al formal/"! do not go to moving pic- 
ture shows." 
One. fancied sometimes 


one saw the upturned nose of a little 
Pharisee behind that statement. But 
generally it .was unmistakably wistful. 


Most of the children declared that 


they went to the film shows pretty reg- 
ularly, anywhere from three or four 
times a year to three or four times a 
week. 
The usual rate of indulgence 


seemed to be "about once a week." One 
little girl naively wrote: 
"I go about 


as often as my mother lets me." One 
eight-year-old boy declared that he 
went to a picture show every day. 


This little chap was right in line with 


three-fourths of the boys on the sub- 
ject he liked best. "Cowboys and- In- 
dians." "Indians and cowboys"—cer- 
tainly many more than half the boys 
named that combination as the one 
that took their fancy. Out of one class 
of boys, all about eight years old. one 
said he liked best a picture of robbers: 
one liked "The Duke's Revenge." one 
George Washington, one the revolu- 
tionary war. one "the falls, how they 
fall"—probably a picture of Niagara; 
one "The Hero and His Mother." one 
"The Three Bears." 


The rest of the class was divided be- 


tween Indians and cowboys and—"The 
Life of Moses!" But the Indians had 
twenty-five partisans, while Moses en- 
listed only five. One admirer of tho 
former says that he goes "three times 
a vig." which way of spelling "week" is 
an Indication of the manner in which 
the east side Juggles English 
orth- 


ography. 


One curious^thing about those replies 


Is th« difference between those from 
hoys nnd those from girls.

Some one girl shirked the question and 
the contagion spread,to the rest. For 
In other classes the "I don't remem- 
ber" is rare. Still it does occur in all 
the girls' groups and in some of the 
boys*. 


There is still another point of dif- 


ference. 
Not one boy In fifty does 


more than name the picture or kind of 
picture he likes. But when the girls 
do express their preference they almost 
invariably tn' to give the story told 
by the film. 


Not all of them do. In one class of 


j girls about nine years old two 
ex- 


pressed a preference for Indians: six 
little members of the sex which is ac- 
cused of having no sense of humor de- 
clared that they thirsted for "funny 
pictures," while one confessed to a 
complex nature which made her "like 
to see sad ones and funny ones."

teacher In these preferences when one 
turns over hundreds of other boyishly 
penned pages, all proclaiming their al~ 
legiance to wild west films. 


It is different with the girls. To be 


sure, two or three of those in every 
class declare themselves dex-oted to the 
Indian and cowboy combination adored 
by their brothers. But it is evidently 
an individual preference.

striking thing about the girls' replies, 
the range of subject and the variety of 
omotlon which appeal to them.

Graduate of American Col- 


lege Who is Helping to 


Raise China. 


STORY OF MRS. STONE 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Kiuklang, China, Nov. 15.—Of the 


work of the women of China who have 
returned to their native country after 
having finished a course of study In 
the United States, comparatively little 
Is known. Te the Influence they exert 
Is not the least of the forces that are 
•working to bring about the rejuvena- 
tion and rehabilitation of the Chinese, 
especially in inculoatingr the necessity 
lor obeying the laws of hygiene and 
physical cleanliness. 


Dr. Mary Stone, of Klouklang, Is a 


Chinese woman who received her edu- 
cation In the United States at 
the 


medical school of the University 
of 


Michigan at Ann Arbor and returned 
to her own country with the degree of 
doctor of medicine. She was born in 
Kluklang. which Is a city o£ some 60.- 
000 Inhabitants. 
situated 
on 
the 


Yachtse Kiang about 400 miles from 
its mouth and midway between Wu- 
sung, the seaport town of Shanghai, 
and Hankow, the scene of the 
rice 


riots last spring. She was graduated 
from Ann Arbor In 1S96. after which 
she spent two years in the hospitals of 
Chicago. 


Her great desire was to secure the 


establishment of a hospital In her na- 
tive city, and during her stay In Chi- 
cago she met Henry Danforth. who be- 
came so Interested in her and her work 
that she was enabled, upon her return 
to China, to begin the building of a 
hospital, \vhlch was finished In 1900 
and is known as the Elizabeth Skelton 
Danforth Memorial hospital, in mem- 
ory of Mr. Danforth's wife. 


The hospital is admirably situated 


on the crest of a hill overlooking the 
river, beyond the native, populous sec- 
tion of the city. It is composed of a 
main structure, a long. low building of 
two stories, with a. wing on each side; 
a detached building, used as the Isola- 
tion ward for patients with contagious 
diseases, and a pretty cottage behind 
the hospital, the nurses' home. 
Dr. 


Stone's residence Is a large, double 
stone house built in 
the 
European 


style and surrounded by n. beautiful 
garden, in the midst of which she was 
found by an American visitor attend- 
ing to her roses. 


"Oh, yes," she said, "next to my work 


1 love my flowers better than anything 
in the world. But I am so busy with 
my garden of humanity that I have 
little time to attend to my rose gar- 
den. But come to the house and we 
will have tea." 


The visitor had an opportunity to 


Study her an they walked through tho 
grounds. She Is tall for an oriental. 
with a full, firm figure which Indi- 
cates energy In every line. Her face Is 
round and full and she smiles con- 
tinually, showing a fine s,et of large, 
strong, white teeth. 
She has black, 


Intelligent eyes, which shine and spar- 
kle as she talks, and light up with 
the fire of enthusiasm ns she speaks "f 
her work. 


She looks absurdly young and it was 


hard to believe that this youthful per- 
son was tho Dr. Stnne whose name is 
one to conjure with nmong the Chines* 
for miles 
around. 
It is difficult to 


judge of tho riges of the Chinese, but 
the visitor was surprised when she 
sold thnt she was grndunted from Ann 
\rbor In 1896. 


"in IMS?" he queried, thinking ho 


had misunderstood her. 


"Oh. no." she replied, "in 1S96. I

"Why." replied the visitor, 
"from 


your appearance now you must then 
hare been a babe In arras." which he 
thraght was being aalla.nt. but ns he 
v.-.-is afterward informed ho then nnd 
there committed a blunder, for with 
the Chinese It la considered a compli- 
ment to be toM that they appear older 
than they really arc. But Dr. Stone 
oily laughed heartily and went on to 
tell of her career and how she came 
tn take up her work. 


"My father," she began In excellent 


English, clear of enunciation and with 
but a slight accent, "was one of the 
first convert* to Christianity in this 
part of the country to become a teacher 
nf the Gospel. 
T wns born after he 


was converted and I was the first girl 
baby in this part of China to be re- 
lieved of the barbarous custom of bind- 
ing the feet." And here Dr. Stone un- 
consciously put out her feet from under 
her short skirt. By American stand- 
ards they would still be 
considered 


small, but they are extremely large ac- 
cording to the Chinese way of think- 
ing- 


"My education was begun by my 


father, who bad learned English, and 
then I studied with various American 
missionaries. As I grew older the rav- 
ages of contagious diseases and the 
suffering of the people made a very 
strong: Impression on my mind, and 
I early determined to devote my life 
to the" uplift of my people, both phys- 
ically and spiritually. You must know 
the Chinese are a very practical race, 
and if you can show them by deeds 
how to 'improve themselves physically 
and cure them of their bodily 
ills 


the spiritual regeneration is sure to 
follow. 


"Through Miss Gertrude Howe, a 


Methodist missionary. I was enabled 
to secure the opportunity of going to 
Ann Arbor, together with another Chi- 
nese girl, and we sailed away 
from 


China in June. 1S90. and entered the 
university that fall. Of course I could 
speak English, but t had not then de- 
cided to Anglicize my 
name, so I 


matriculated as 
Miss 
Szje, which, 


translated, means Stone. 


"Before the first roll call I decided 


to take the English form of my name, 
but when I heard the professor call the 
name of 'Mr. Zhu' I did not recognize 
myself. Then he called It the second 
time and no one answered, and when 
he called it tlyj third time I decided he 
meant me. So 1 arose In my seat, be- 
fore the entire class, and told him I 
thought he meant me, but that I had 
changed my name to Stone. 


•••Is that so?' said the 
professor, 


beaming at me over his glasses. 
'I 


thought there was only one way In 
which a young lady could change her 
name, legally. But I suppose In your 
caso we will be compelled to make an 
exception.' 


"Very much embarrassed before all 


those people. 1 resumed my seat nmld 
the laughter of the whole class. 


"My college years were delightful, 


and how I did enjoy them: They were 
not the happiest days of my life, for I 
am absorbed In my work, but every 
one In America was so kind to me; 
everything was made so congenial, just 
as though I was one of them, that I 
look forward very keenly to tho time 
I will get an assistant at the hospital 
so that I will be ablo to revisit my 
friends and classmates In the United 
States. But now I cannot leave my 
work. 


"After I was graduated I went to 


Chicago. I did not go to any particu- 
lar hospital there, but visited all of 
them, and so got a very good practical 
Idea of what I wanted and what was 
needed most In my home city. There 
I Interested some friends, and finally 
Mr. Henry Danforth. of Chicago, gave 
the money as a memorial to his wife 
with which to build 
the 
Elizabeth 


Skelton Danforth hospital at Kluklang, 


"I returned to China full of enthusi- 


asm for my work, and the construction 
of the hospital began almost Immedi- 
ately. It was completed In 1900. But 
before the hospital could be opened I 
had to have nurses. So I cornmenc'e.1 
the training of Chinese girls from the 
William Xast mission school, which Is 
also located at Kiuklang. and I soon 
had n corps—larger In numbers though 
than In efficiency. 


But they learned very rmlckly. and 


I now have a corps n( nineteen nurses, 
all Chinese girls, who 1 think are as 
competent as almost any I have ever 
seen. 
And besides I have educated 


eighty-two other nurses, who are now 
doing work throughout the interior of 
Clilnti. 


"How many patients do wo have? 


Lnst year at tho dispensary I treated 
over Ifi.fWO. and In tho hospital we had 
fiJS. Then I have a priv.V.o practice 
also among the wcnl'ffiler Chinese, for 
you understand tho hospital is charity, 
only those paying who rrsn nfford to, 
and thfy nro very few.
